struck was hurled across McKinnie street and 
thrown against the house on the opposite side. 
Its sole occupant, a colored woman, was bad- 
ly but not fatally hurt. Nothing but the floor 
of the house was left. In the next house de- 
molished a negro woman and five children 
were buried under the wreck, but after an 
hour’s hard work were extricated alive, though 
some of them were badly bruised. 

In the central southern part of the city a 
dozen houses were wrecked, and all along the 
path of the storm trees, fences, and out-build- 
ings were leveled. A small house was hurled 
through the roof and into one of the big 
rooms of the Miller flour mills. 

The Central railroad round-house and paint- 
shops were badiy damaged and one engine 
smashed under the débris. The entire police 
and fire forces reinforced by large numbers 
of citizens are at work on the ruined houses, 
and they who have been hurt are being cared 
for at the hospital, . 

Columbus, Ga., March 20,—A heavy wind 
in the nature of a whirlwind passed over this 
city and Girard, Ala., at 5:45 o'clock this 
morning. Little damage was done on this 
side of the river, but three residences were 
leveled on the Alabama side. 


ROBBERS HOLD UP A TRAIN OREW.

OONSERVATOR FOR OHIOAGO WOMAN, 


Rich Mrs. Johuson, “The Diamond Lady,” 
Will Be Cared For. 

Norwich, Conn., March 20.—([Special.}|— 
The hearing on the application icra conser- 
vator for Mrs. Mary T. Johnson, known also 
as “The Diamond Lady,”’ was finished today. 
Probate Judge Charles W. Carter appointed 
Dr. Patrick Cassidy, her family physician, 
conservator over her. Yesterday Mrs. John- 
son was taken by her counsel into New York 
State, beyond the jurisdiction of a conserva- 
tor. She will live hereafter in Chitago, 
the home of her father. It was showa by the 
testimony that Mrs. Juhnson_had given into 
the custody of her coachman, Alfred Hild, 
$40,000, with instructions to deposit it in 
New York banks; also. that she had taken 
bonds and securities amounting to upwards 
of $80,000, and had privately given them to 
Dr. Stark; W@vidence was presented that Mrs. 
Johnson had, in November, 1891, $81,500 
in stocks and bonds, since which 
time she received $196,570, which 
includes that derived from a_ trust 
estate in Chicago..

Yesterday a meeting of the creditors 
was called and asa result a visit was made 
to the Sheriff and then Deputy D. W. Nicker- 
son paid a visit to the place and installed the 
custodian. When Mr. Nickerson entered 
Boyle was standing by the cashier’s desk. 
Stepping up to him the Deputy Sheriff said: 

“ Mr, Boyle, if you will give me the key 
I will take possession.” 

“There is no key,”” responded Boyle. “I 
think there is a lock on the door, but I threw 
away the key when I went into business.” 

There was some delay and then Dépiity 
Nickerson went out. When he came back he 
had a padlock and hasp and Custodian Boese, 
The hasp was fastened on the inside of the 
door and Mr. Boese, after satisfying himself 
that he had enough sandwiches, ae him- 
self in. 

The news of the closing of the veiiineesial 
soon spread in the down-town district and in 
the course of an hour reached the ears of 
Policeman Rowan, who admits that half his 
380 pounds was derived from the “little 
bites’’ that he used to get at Boyle’s.

UNCLE SAM IS ON HIS METTLE, 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—[Speciat.9 
—Great Britain must show its hand in regart’ 
to Nicaragua, according to the tenor of. a’ 
communication made to her Majesty's gov4 
ernment togay by Secretary Gresham. I€ 
was set forth that statements had been made 
to the effect that a demand had been made 
upon the Central American republic for an 
indemnity. In the event that Nicaragua de- 
clinsd to accede to this demand the United 
States wants to know just what England pur- 
poses todo. There was no beating about the 
bush, but a straightforward, easily inter- 
preted document was cabled across the water 
to Ambassador Bayard, with instructions to 
lay the matter before the proper authorities. 
Until a reply is received from Great Britain’s 
representative, this country will keep in — 
ance regarding Nicaragua, but no trifling will 
be permitted to the end that the British may. 
gain a foothold in Central America. 

Minister Guzman has not received any in- 
timation from the Nicaraguan Government 
that England has made the demand reported, 
and consequently at the legation it is as- 
serted there is no foundation for such a story, 
All the evidence at the disposal of the 
Nicaraguan Minister 1s to the effect that Mr, 
Hatch, in whose behalf the claim for damages — 
is being made, ‘was never connected in any 
manner with the English Consulate at 
Managua. At the time, however, Chief Clar- 
ence was engaged in stirring up the natives of 
Nicaragua against the goverament it was in 
Mr. Hatch’s residence that the conspirators 
met and discussed their arrangements and 
plans for revolutionary proceedings.

Revolutioni«st in Jail in Texas Thinks the 
General Not Dead. , 

El Paso, Tex., March 20.—(Special.}|—The 
people in this section are greatly interested in 
the report sent from Mobile Monday night to 
the effect that Catarino Garza, the Mexican 
revolutionist, was killed at Bocos Del Loro, 
Republic of Colombia, March 7. But the 
report is most positively denied by one who 
seems to be in a position to kaow. It is well 
‘gnown that Garza and Victor L. Ochoa, an- 
other borcer revolutionist, who is now in jail 
here on the charge of violating the neutrality 
laws, have long been friends and corre- 
spondents. In an interview today Ochoa 
said: : 

“It is not possible Gen. Garza was killed. I 
baveheard from him reguiarly and he has 
not been in Colombia, When heard from 
last he was in the State of Chiapas, Mexico, 
and had no intention of going to South Amer- 
ica.”

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE. 


Twenty-five Persons Said to Have Been 
Killed at Oberwesel. 

Cologne, March 20.—A report is in circula- 
tion here to the effect that a terrible explosion 
of dynamite has taken place at Oberweeel on 
the Rhine. Twenty-five persons are said to 
have been killed. two ships are reported to 
have been destroyed, and many houses are 
announced to have been wrecked by the ex- 
plosion. Oberwesel is a town of Rhenish 
Prussia, nineteen miles from Coblentz, on the 
Rhine. Its population is estimated to be 
2,500. 

Amsterdam, March 20.—The*Neeuws van 
den Dag publishes a dispatch saying the dis- 
aster reportea from Cologne was the result of 
the explosion of the cargo of 20,000 kilos of 
dynamite on board the ship Elizabeth at Sal- 
morth, in the district of Dusseldorf, yester- 
day evening. According to this dispatch 
thirteen persons were killed, five were in- 
jured, and one went mad. The scene after 
the explosion is described as being one of ter- 
rible destruction. 


ARTIST WHISTLER LOSES HIS CASE, 


Must Restore Lady Eden’s Portrait and 
Pay Lots of Money Besides. 

Paris, March 20.—The somewhat familiar 
case of Sir William Eden against James M. 
Whistler, the artist and author of ** The Gen- 
tle Art of Making Enemies,” was decided by 
the court here today against the artist. The 
action was brought by Sir William to compel 
Mr. Whistler to deliver a portrait he had 
painted of Lady Eden and to pay £40 ($200) 
damages for delaying the delivery. The 
court commanded Mr. Whistler to restore the 
picture, the name o1 which had been painted 
out; to restore Sir William Eden’s check for 
£150 ($750) with 5 per cent interest, and pay 
1,000 francs ($200) damages and the costs of 
the action.

Manufacturers Necessary. 

Local jobbers of window glass aprear not 
to be frightened at the possibility of a com. 
bination between manufacturers of that 
material. A Pittsburg dispatch in Tue Trrs- 
ung yesterday described the apparent 
culmination of numerous efforts that have 
been made to bring about an understanding, 
one effect of which would be a sharp advance 
in prices.

With a great flourislr of trumpets, too, the 
Spanish Minister caused it to be promulgated 
that he was going to New York to personally 
investigate this matter in the interest of his 
government, but he has persisted in sticking 
pretty close to Washington ail this time. 

In addition to the charges recently filed 
against Sefior Muruaga an investigation has 
been instituted with a view to learning some 
of the facts connected witha former trouble 
in Washington, when the present Spanish 
Minister was an attaché of the legation which 
he now reads, Complaint was made to the 
State Department by the famous banker, W. 
W. Corcoran, that Sefior Muruaga, who had 
only a short time previously graduated from 
Georgetown College, had behaved in an unbe- 
voming manner in the house of the founder 
of the art§ gallery which now bears his name. 
A demand was. made that the offender should 
be sent back to Spain, but the State Depart- 
ment officials ‘“dilly-dallied’’ along the 
matter and nothing came of it at the time. 
Subsequently, however, the young Spaniard 
returned to his country and nothing more 
was heard of him until a few years ago, when 
he was sent to Washington as the representa- 
tive of the Spanish Government. Some of 
the older citizens and business-men of this 
community, who remembered the Corcoran 
house episode, expressed themselves in un- 
measured terms concerning the nerve-food 
eaten by Sehor Muruaga in thus thrusting 
himself upon the people of Washington again. 
Since his arrival here as Minister he has mere- 
ly been tolerated, and even in the diplomatic 
circle he can count upon few friends. 


P.n-Americans Pleased. 


Among the representatives of the Central 
and South American republics there is great 
rejoicing over the announcement that Min- 
ister Muruaga is to be recalled, for he has al- 
ways been regarded by them as being inimical 
to the Pan-American republics, owing to his 
Spanish connections. 

Officials at the State Department upon 
being informed of the former episode in 
Sefior Muruaga’s career here took occasion 
to send for some of the people who are cog- 

@izant of the facts in the case, and from 
them obtained a substantiation of the 
story so generally circulated. All the 
details were brought out at this conference, 
and in the course of the narration it was de- 
clared that Mr. Corcoran had used his walk- 
ing stick to poke tLe offending Spaniard from 
under the piano, where he had taken refuge 
to escape from the wrath of the master of the 
house. Such talk as this about the Spanish 
Minister does not help him much in the esti- 
mation of Secretary Gresham, who did not 
hesitate to express himself unmistakably as to 
the character of the man who had criticised 
his acts as Premier of the administration. 

Under all the circumstances the Secretary 
of State thought it would be a good th‘ng for 
Sefior Muruaga to have kept his tongue be- 
tween his teeth, at least, until he had heard 
from the Captain of the cruiser and the Span- 
ish Government. But this, of course, had 
not suited the Spanish don, who took advan- 
tage of every opportunity that presented it- 
self to berate the Unitsd States and its repre- 
sentatives for demanding an apology for the 
outrage perpetrated on the high seas, 

Italian Called Down, Too. 

This muddle with the Spanish Minister re- 
calls the fact that the Secretary of State has 
also recently had to ‘“‘call down” the repre- 
sentative of the Italian Government for being 
too hasty about telegraphing to the Governor 
of Colorado regarding the lynching of Ital- 
ians at Denver, Colo. Marquis Imperiali of 
the Italian Legation made himself a little too 
officious at the State Department in this mat- 
ter, and the announcement is made that he is 
to return to his native Italy. At any rate a 
series of farewell parties in his honor have 
been the feature of recent society events at 
the National Capital, and he, too, is loud in 
his denunciation of the administration. 


SPAIN MUST “ TOE THE MARK” AT ONCE, 


Its Auswer to Secretary Gresham's De- 
mands Is Expected Soon. 

Washington, D. C., March 20.—[(Special. }— 
Spain’s reply to Secretary Gresham's de- 
mands, growing out of the Allianca incident, 
is expected by the administration to reach the 
State Department within the next tweny-four 
hours. The authorities have come to the con- 
clusion that sufficient time has elapsed for 
Spain to havé made a full invéstigation of the 
insult to the American flag. 

The authorities here are still reticent con- 
cerning developments in the Spanish troubie, 
but there are good reasons for believing they. 
have been kept fully informed both vy Min- 


ister Taylor, stationed in Madrid, and Con-

Williams at Havana. Unless 
areply from Spain is received within the 
next twenty-four hours, and unless there are 
new complications in the Spanish political 
situation, Minister Taylor will be directed to 
urge the Spanish authorities to answer Secre- 
tary Gresham's demands at once. Their in- 
vestigation is complete with the report of the 
Spanish commander and according to State 
Department officiule chere can be no further 
excuse for delay. 

The Secretary of State is not “ bluffing ”’ in 
this matter. Spain must comply with the de- 
mands made upon it or give good and suffi- 
cient explanations for its failure to doso. 
There is no doubtin the minds of officials 
that Spain will argue its coinpiete jurisdic- 
tion over what is known as the marine league 
limit, which Secretary Gresham in his’ com- 
munication denied in the case of legitimate 
American commerce, 

But whether Spain makes this argument or 
not, it can be authoritatively said itis the 
purpose of the department to insist on every 
point laid down by Secretary Gresham in his 
cablegram of instructions to Minister Tay- 
lor. Neither is it the intention of the State 
Department to permit Spain to indulge in a 
long controversy, No dilatory tactics will be 
allowed. Spain must toe the mark and soon, 
too, oran ultimatum will be sent which will 
probably call for prompt action on its part. 


ALLIANCA LEAVES NEW YORK FOR COLON 


Capt. Crosasm:n Thinks the President’s 
Criticism of His Chart Is Unjust, 

New York, March 20.—The steamship Alli- 
anca, which was fired upon by a Spanish gun- 
boat, sailed for Colon today. A report that 
it carries rifles and munitions of war was con- 
firmed by the agents of the line. The fact of 
it so doing, they explained, was not at all re- 
markable nor in any way sensational. The 
company acts as carriers uf arms to the Co- 
lombian Goverament on neurly every trip of 
its vessels. Itisa perfectly legitimate trade 
and violates no law. 

Capt. Crossman was seen just before the 


Allianca sailed, and was asked what he had | 


to say regarding the statement that President 
Cleveland had expressed great dissatisfaction 
with what, it'was said, were glaring incon- 
sistencies in the chart and affidavits submitted 
by Capt. Crossman, 

‘** Well,” said the Captain, *‘I don’t care to 
criticise the President of the United States, 
but Ido think ] know my business. I have 
spent thirty-six years learning it and I believe 
Iam competent to prepare an accurate chart 
and description of my ship’s course at sea. 
If the President had requested my appear- 
ance in Washington to personally explain the 
matter, I think I could have satisfied him in 
five ninutes. There is nothing more to be 
said about the affair.”’ 

Havana, March 20.—The report of the Cap- 
tain of the cruiser Conde de Venadito, which 
fired on the Allianca March 8 off Cape Maysi, 
has been inade public, Inhis report the Cap- 
tain says the cruiser was steaming leisurely 
along within a mile and a half of land. The 
Captain reasserts that the steamer was within 
the three-mile limit and was flying the British 


flag. 
IT BIDS THE UNITED STATES BEWARE. 


Hot Spinish Newap:per Recites What Its 
Navy Has Done in the Past. 

Key West, .Fla., March 20.—La Union Con- 
stitutional, a semi-official newspaper at Ha- 
vana, reviews the allegations in tne Allianca 
case and opines that if that vessel was really 
fired upon the Spanish commander was fully 
justified, It assuines that there was some- 
thing suspicious about the appearance or 
movements of the vessel and that when the 
Spunish cruiser proposed to examine it it ran 
away and it thereupon fired after it. A part 
of the newspaper's assumption is that the 
steamer did not show its colors when called 
upon todoso. The article then recites the 
achievements of the Spanish navy and pro- 
ceeds: 

Let it be known, then, that our navy of today is 
the same as that of Lepanto, Trafalgar and Cal- 
lao, Itis the.same that the Austrian Admira] 
Tegstholf pointed out to his officers to be imi- 
tated, before sinkina the Italian fleot at Lissa. 
We are of the same race and blood as those who 
fought and fell before San Sebastian cn ships 
that were unprotected; the same who punished 
the Moors ef Riff for their insults; the same that 
on board the Sachez Baraosta in the Alcedo, and 
the Santa Maria defied and cdnquered the tem- 
pests of the acean, the same that during the late 
naval review rexseived universal admiration. 
Finally, they are the same men that on sea and 
land are uncenquerable, 

It would be well that the United States should 
bear this in mind, so that the prestige of that Na- 
tion may not suffer ia the contentions that may 
arise through adventurers and traitors wh> make 
war on Spain and its noble sons. Let that Nation 
remember that the laws of neutrality were made 
for nations that know how to respoct them. 


SENATOR FRYE WANTS NO APOLOGY. 


He Would Like the United States to Se- 
cure Cuba by Conquest. 

Washington, D. C., March 20.—Senator 
Frye wasasked today what he thought of the 
prospect of an amicable settlement of the 
Allianca difficulty with Spain, and replied: 

‘* Unfortunately the later reports make it 
appear to be good. It looks as if Spain 
would make the required apology, and if so 
all will soon be settled. I had hoped it would 
be otherwise, and that Spain would assume 
such a belligerent tone that it would be neces- 
sary for the United States to go over and take 
possession of Cuba. We certainly ought to 
have that island in order to round up our 
possessions as they should be, and if we can- 
not buy it I, for one, should like to have an 
opportunity to acquire it by conquest.”’ 

Inasmuch’as Mr. Frye isa member of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations his 
utterances possess considerable significance, 
indicating as they do the early revival of ef- 
forts to acquire Cuba. 


SCHOONER IRENE UNDERSURVEILLANCE 


Have Acted Suspiciouslty and Has 
Been Watched Some Time. 

Tampa, Fla., March 20.—The fate of the 
schooner Irene, which was reported as having 
been dismantled and sunk by the Infanta Isa- 
bella, is still shrouded in mystery. It is said, 
however, the Irene has for some time been 
under suspicion and that the officials of the 
United States and Spain have been watching 
it. The last heard of it it was in the vicinity 
of Boca Grande. 

Mrs. Clara Acosta arrived last night from 
Matanzas, Cuba, She reports that the civil 
guard and eighty Cuban citizens metin con- 
flict there the night of March 13 and that the 
latter were forced to beat a hasty retreat. 
One Cuban was wounded. It is rumored 
there that the blacks are conepiring to rise 
against the whites. 

March 6 Matanzas was patrolled by the 
Spaniards and cannon were wheeled into 
place in front of the jail, where a double 
guard .was stationed, These precautions 
alarmed the inhabitants. Negroes who 
chance to be out late at night there are 
halted by the police and, it is said, shot on the 
slightest pretext. Only one case of this has 
been positively reported, however. 

Coupled with the reported presence of 
Gomez and Marti is the assertion that Briga- 
dier-General Crumber of the former revolu- 
tion, who is likewise a prominent leader, is 
in the island. The Spaniards who lave 
served their time in the militia are being re- 
called into service from all parts of the 
island.

WAR IS NOW LIKELY. 


MEXICO MAY DECLARE HOSTILITIES 
WITH GUATEMALA. 


Published That as Svo0a as 
the Mexican Congress Meets It Will 
Declare WareReasons for the State- 
ment Are Also Made=Guatemalan Min- 
ister at Washington Doesn’t Siy War 
Is Unlikely=Mexico’s Kepresentative 
Non-Committal, 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—The state- 
ment was published in a!ocal paper here to- 
day that the Mexican Congress would declare 
war on Guatemala as soon as the Congress 
assembles next month, and a long account of 
the reasons therefor was given. When the 
article was shown to the Guatemalan Minis- 
ter, Lazo Ariaga, he said: 

"I don’t wish, neither can I, discuss 
through the press a diplomatic matter which 
is under the consideration of both interested 
governments, I will only say that this arti- 
cle contains several incorrect affirmations. 
It is not true that Guatemalan au- 
thorities invaded Mexican territory for 
the simple reason that we do 
not like to offend any other nation. It is not 
true that the responsibility of the delay in 
the survey of the boundary line rests upon 
Guatemala, because the Guat»malan Boun- 
dary Commission of Engineers has worked 
always ahead of the Mexican commission 
during the last eight years. It is not true 
that the Guatemalan Government has re- 
ceived a large revenue for concessions to cut 
timber; this concession was almost invariabiy 
made in favor of Mexican citizens and the 
revenue raised from this source is almost in- 
significant. As far as lam informed I do 
not see tne reason why a peaceful settlement 
of the pending difficulties might not be soon 
reached.”’ 

Romero Is Non-Committal. 

Sefior Romero, the Mexican Minister, to- 
day said regarding the Guatemalan-Mexican 
dispute: 

‘© Mexico and Guatemala agree that the 
boundary treaty of 1882 is binding on both 
countries. and there is therefore no need of 
any new convention, as has been suggested. 


Statement Is 


1 In tact, Guatemala has not even intimated the 


convenience of uny such step. The treaty of 
1882 provided for placing the monuments to 
mark the boundary lines, and there is no need 
of any new convention organizing a new com- 
mission for that purpose. Both govern- 
ments have signed a convention extend- 
ing for two years the time in which the 
whole work of marking the line with proper 
monuments will be accomplished. The Mexi- 
ean Senate ratified that convention, but the 
Guatemalan Congress failed todoso. It is 
expected, however, that it will be ratified in 
its next session, which opens soon. 

‘‘Asa matter of fact the survey of the 
whole line has been firished and there is not 
any disagreement about it between the re- 
spective engineers; but the Guatemalan chief 
engineer has refused to sign some of the min- 
utes and charters of the survey, and the monu- 
menta in such portions of the line have to be 
placed by both Commissioners after the 
pending convention has been ratified by 
Guatemala. 

What the Trouble Is, 

** There is no difference of opinion between 
the two governinents about the construction 
of the boundary treaty in so far as the bound- 
ary line is concerned, and, therefore, no need 
of an arbitration for that purpose. The pend- 
ing question between Mexico and Guatemala 
isa plain one. Eazh country claims that un- 
der the de facto line existing before the 
treaty of 1882 it was in possession of the dis- 
puted territory, and both agree that it be- 
longs to Mexico under the line marked by 
the treaty. As the treaty line is para- 
mount Mexico considered the action of 
Guatemala in sending an armed force to de- 
stroy the log camps established there by Mex- 
icans.who were cutting wood under grants of 
the Mexican.Government, seize the logs, and 
arrest the man, as an unwarranted invasion 
of territory, and has askei Guatemala to 
apologize for it and to pay an indemnity to 
the victims of the outrage. If Guatemala 
wishes to settle the question it is for it to 
make amends for its conduct. Mexico will 
not ask any unreasonable indemnity.” 

Sefior Romero said he was sure his govern- 
ment would not be willing to submit to arbi- 
tration the amount to be paid for damages; 
that he dia not see how Mexico could recede 
from its demand for an apology. As for the 
actions of the Mexican Congress on the ques- 
tion Sefior Romero said it would not become 
him to anticipate it, and he thought nseither 
his country nor his government desires a war 
with Guatemala, as they are fuily conscious 
of its dangers, drawbacks, and disadvantage, 
and therefore he hoped the negotiations which 
are now being conducted in the City of Mex- 
ico would end in a friendly settlement of the 
difficulty. 


JAPAN'S EMPEROR LEAVES HIROSHIMA, 


Gunboat Dotained by British Reaches Yo- 
kohamx=—Cabinet Ch» ngea. 

Yokohama, March 20.—The Emperor will 
shortly leave Hiroshima for Kioto on the Isl- 
and of Hondo. He will not return to Hiro- 
shima. The gunboat Tatsuta, which was ds. 
tained at Aden while on its way here by order 
of the British Government, has arrived at 
this port. The Japanese gunboat Tatsuta, 
according to a dispatch from Aden Aug. 28, 
was detained there by order of the British 
Foreign Office under the foreign enlistment 
act because its Captain and crew were British 
subjects. Moreover, the crew, in view of the 
neutrality laws, refused to do duty. fhe 
Tatsuta left Shields, England, July 13, for 
Yokohama. It was built by the Armstrongs 
at Elswick and was launched April 6. It is of 
875 tons register and has a speed of twenty- 
one knots. 

Prince Komatsu, the Cofnmander-in-Chief 
of the Japanese armies, is going to establish 
his headquarters at Port Arthur. 

Tokio, March 20.—Li Hung Chang, the 
Chinese Viceroy, who arrived at Shimonoseki 
yesterday as China’s envoy in the peace nego- 
tiations, is confined on board his ship by ill- 
ness. 

Washington, D, C., March 20.—The Japan- 
ese Legation has received cable information 
of several Cabinet changes, one of which, Mr. 
Matsu Gata, to be Minister of Finance, has 
not yet been announced. Field Marshal 
Yamagata, who was in command of the first 
army until he became ill, now becomes Min- 
ister of War. The piace was occupied tem- 
porarily by Marshal Oyama, the hero of Port 
Arthur, The new Minister of Finance is one 
of the foremost statesmen of the East on the 
money question and he has had charge of 
Japan’s financial affairs at former events. 
These Cabinet changes and the appointment 
of Prince Komatsu as commander-in-chief of 
all the military forces of Japan are regarded 
as having a significant bearing on the peace 
negotivtions now in progress and as clearing 
the way for a deciaration of armistice and a 
cessation of hostilities. Thus far the inilitary 
commands have been divided among several 
Marshals, condvcting different campaigns. 
They are now concentrated into the hands of 
one man closely in accord with the imperial 
household, so that an armistice could be ex- 
ecuted quickly without Swaiting for different 
commanders to check their respective cam- 
paigns. The new Minister of Finance will 
have charge of the enormous cash indemnity 
in gold or silver to be paid by China. 

Hong Kong, March 20.—The Japanese fleet 
has blockaded Tamsui, a treaty port of China, 
on the northwest coast of the Island of For- 
mosa.

When Released at Joliet He Can Go 
Wherever He Pleases. 

When Dyer Scanlan is released from the 
penitentiary next week he will not be rear- 
rested. This is not because the authorities 
are net wishful to put him back again, but 
because they cannot make any sort of a case 
against him as to the -nurder of Policeman 
O’Brien. The police knew a month ago that 
Scanlan’s term was nearly up, and the matter 
was then the subject of inquiry. There was 
at that time some show of making 4 case, but 
tbe thmg was dropped and would have been 
forgotten had not Scanlan made threats 
#gainst the life of Meade. 

While Scanlan was in the penitentiary 
()’Grady was put on trial for the murder of 
Policeman O’Brien. The police say that 
while tne case was being tried Scanlan made 
a confession saying he killed ©’Brieu in self- 
defense. He said he was running down an 
alley when O’Brien began shooting at him. 
He returned the fire and killed the policenian. 
At the time this statement was not believed, 
and all the witnesses swore the tourder was 
committed by O’Grady. In spite of this 
©’Grady was exonerated. Scanlao’s confes- 
sion is said to be on file in the Governor’s of- 
fice at Springfield. 

Detective Andy Rohan was detailed to 
make an investigation and report ail the facts 
in the case to the department. Hedid so,and 
gave it as his opinion that Scanlan’s confes- 
sion could not be used against him, Lawyere 
concurred in this unofficial opinion, and so 
when Wednesday next the doors of the peni- 
tentiary open for Dyer Scanian they will not 
close on him again until some newcrime puts 
him behind the bars. Prison officials say the 
eight years of his imprisonment have broken 
him down, and attribute his recent outbreak 
against Meade to the somewhat natural exas- 
peration of aman who has been robbed of 
his sweetheart by the one he thought was his 
friend,

Secretary Gresham is having a high old

diplomatic courtesy cannot get it through 
their skulls that the Premier of this admin- 
istration has only the best intentions when he 
invites a diplomatic caller to ** sit 
down and have a quiet smoke.”’ 
Consequentiy they never tire talking 
ainong themselves about ‘“‘the air of free- 
dom ”’ which pervades every nook and corner 
of the State Department, inciuding the 
sanctuary known as the diplomatic reception 
room, where Thursdays are devoted to the 
representatives of the various governments 
having legations at Washington.

of any disagreeable consequences. Ever 
since he cume to Washington it has. been the 
desire and aim of Secretary Gresham to make 
his department free to the public, and the 
door of his office usually stands invitingly open 
so that visitors can see whether the Premier 
of the administration is at his desk or 
not. This custom has caused a few smail fry 
diplomats to throw up their hands in holy 
horror. Whena good fellow comes along 
naturally enough Secretary Gresham takes to 
him more kindly and congenially than he 
would to some prim, gold-laced, and per- 
fumed courtier from some petty foreign gov- 


ernment, and his disposition in this respect 


has induced the cry of favoritism among the 
jealously disposed and envious foreign con- 
tingent here.

MARKETS FOR AMERICAN PRODUCTS, 


Special Bulletin on Foreign Trade to ‘Be 
Issued in April. 

Washington, D. C., March 20.—The Agri- 
cultural Department expects during April to 
issue a builetin on the world’s markets for 
American products. The information for this 
publication has been acquired from the Con- 
suls of the United States through the efforts 
of Secretary Morton. Late in December, at 
his suggestion, a circular letter was sent to 
these officers asking them to report with ref- 
erence to the consumption in their districts of 
the products named therein, -These products 
were classified undet the following general 
heads: Animals, cereals, dairy products, 
meats, cotton, tobacco, fruits, liquors, and 
seeds. 

The attention of Consuis was especially di- 
rected to the following inquiries: 

Is there a considerable consumption of the 
products named? 

Do consumers depend, and to what extent, on 
importations for their supply? 

if so, what countries furnish the major vortion 
of their supply? 

How are the products sold and at what prices? 


Are the _e paid for American, relatively, 
higher or lower than those paid for similar 


| products from other countries? 


Are there criticisms of any American products? 

What defects are charged, if any? 

Secretary Morton feels contident much 
good will result from the publication of the 
knowledge obtained, and says that reports 
have already been received from half of the 
total number of Consuls. He contemplates 
issuing four bulletins of the character indi- 
cated each year.

‘Do these women live in this district?’ 
asked a visitor at the Hull House Woman’s 
club yesterday afternoon. 

‘* Yes, they are our neighbors,’ was the 
suggestive rejoinder of one of the residents 
of this well-known social settlement. 

It was a treat to watch the interested faces 
of these women—for the most part hard- 
working mothers—who had assembled at 
their weekly club meeting. To some of them 
it is the only social diversion of a ‘week’s 
routine of weary labor. Their eyes reflected 
their happiness as Miss Ellen Starr showed 
them copies of celebrated paintings and in- 
terestingly explained good and bad points. 
The children were also there in their best 
frocks and established in little red chairs. 

This club has afforded so much enjoyment to 
the women who live in proximity to the Hull 
House that they in turn purpose to institute a 
soc‘al extension work, The outcome of this 
plan was the formation yesterday afternoon 
of a social department, whose function shall 
be to add to the pleasure uf women and chil- 
dren in the neighborhood by giving teas and 
socials from tine to time, As the ciub in- 
creases in membership it will probably divide 
into different sections, s as characterize 
the Chicago Woman’s club. 

Too much cannot be said of the spirit which 
prompted such aciub among women whose 
buay tife affords little social diversion. Some 
feature is provided for each monthly meet- 
ing.

COLLECTORS HOLD BACK CITY’S FUNDS. 


Plans Discussed for Compelling Payments 
at OncemAmounts Which Are Short. 
Town collectors are delinquent in account- 
ing to the city and the treasury is low on 
that account. Deputy Controller Barrett 
consulted with Corporation Counsel Pa!mer 
yesterday to see what could be done towards 
compelling the collectors to turn over the 
money which is so badly needed. The 
advisability of bringing the slow collectors to 
the settling point by mandamus proceedings 
was discussed, Mr. Johnson of Mr. Paimer’s 
staff was pressed into service and directed 
to see if he could not induce the collectors to 
turo over what funds they have on hand, and 
thus prevent taking the matter into 
the courts. Several of the col- 
lectors are reported to be out of the 
city, and even if the city should determine to 
bring proceedings it woald be difficuit to se- 
cure service. There is still due to the city 
from the North, West,. and South Towns, 
Hyde Park, Lake View, and Lake $1,500,- 
OOO. At this time last year the North Town 
Collector had paid in $290,000, against $70,- 
000 go far this year; the West Town Collec- 
tor $350,000, against $175,000 this year; the 
Lake Collector $168,000, against $20,000 
this year; the Hyde Park Collector $314,000, 
against $100,000 this year. Lake View is 
still $75,000 behind. Collector Honan of 
the South Town has turned over $1,150,000, 
and the balance due is $500,000. ‘The esti- 
mated balances due are about as follows: 
Lake...........$147,000|South Town ..$500,000 
West Town.... 470,000)Hyde Park.... 214.000 
North Town... 250,000|Lake View.... 25,000 


WILL NOT PAY FOR UNCOMPLETED WORK 


Drainage Board Decides Against Smith &

The Superintendent 
of Construction presented his report for the 
monthof February. Owing tothe bad weather 
the amount of work performed: was but 51 
per cent of the estimate. The total expense 
was $279,906, while the estimate was 

$542,000.

Juries in Judge Winder’ and Judge Clifford’s 
courts made protests yesterday against being 
sent to the Hotel LeGrand to live during the 
term of their service. Both juries are called to 
bear charges of murder, the trials of which will 
last several days. The complaints of the jurors 
were they did not receive the kind of food ta 
which they had been accustomed, and also that 
the aceommodations at the Hotel LeGrand are 
poor. Another objection is that the hotel is lo- 
cated several blocks from the Criminal Court 
building.

INFRINGEMENT OF RIFLE PATENT. 


Extensi¢e International Litigation Begun 
. by the Lee Arms Comp iny. 
Washington, D. C., Dec, 20.—The recent 
visit of Vice-President R. J. Dean of the Lee 
Arms company and Lyman E. Warren, the 
company’s counsel, to Secretary Gresham, 
related to one of the most of the important 
international litigations on the record. The 
Lee company, through its English represent- 
ative, is engaged in pushing infringement 
suits against two large gun manufacturers of 
Belgium and Germany, and if sustained in its 
claims itis possible action may be taken 
against a dozen European powers for the re- 
covery of royaities amounting in the aggre- 
gate to millions of dollars. Ia 1890 the En- 
glish Government adopted the Lee rifle for 
the English army. Subsequent to this 
the Manniichers of Austria procured patents 
in Belgium and Germany under which they 
infringed directly, it is claimed, on the maga- 
zine used in the Lee gun. The Manalicher 
uns are made in Germany ium. 
auser, a large gunmaker of ege, 
Beigium, also secured patents in Beigium and 
Germany and he began to manufacture at 
Liege, it is also held, an absolute copy of the 
Lee magazine. With this gun Mauser sup- 
lied the armies of Belgium, Italy, Spain, 
Turkey, and several South American powers. 
He also made large shipments to China. The 
cases are for royalties of $2.50 on each gun 
and will amount to over $1,000,000 in each 
instance. The action against Mauser will 
come up for trial in June in Brussels, 


STURGEON BAY TOLL BILL IS OUT. 


Jadge Gibbons Makes Reduction in the 
Leatham & Smith Sait. 


The suit of the Sturgeon Bay and Lake 
Michigan Ship Canal and Harbor company 
against Leatham & Smith, the ship-owners, 
caine toan end yesterday.

| ZBISLER PICKS FLAWS 


ARGUMENTS IN THE OGDEN GAS IN- 
JUNCTION OASE CONTINUE, 


Civic Federation's. Attorney Makes Somé 
Strong Points Against the Boodle Or- 
dinance=<Short Tilt with Mr, Mayer= 
Clarence &. Darrow Says the Court Has 
No Power to Interfere with the Coun- 
cil Where It Acts Within I's Rights, 

. Even if Ite Proceedings Are Corrupt, 

Clarence S. Darrow, counsel for the Cosmo- 
politan Electric company, was speaking when 
Judge Payne adjourned court yesterday after- 
noon, after listening toa long argument by 
Sigmund Zeisler, representing the Civic Fed- 
eration, on the application for an injunction _ 
against the Ogden Gas company ordinance, 
Mr. Zeisler began proceedings by criticising 
the appearance of the defendants in the case. 
He also resented tl.» use of the term “ phar- 
isees ’ as applied to those who were prom- 
inent at the Central Musie Hall meeting. 
Among these was Judge Payne himself. * 

Mr. Zeisler then preceeded to discuss the 
difficult aspects of tbe case, under which he 
argued the bill could be maintained. He 
divided these into two beads—first, as it con- 
gerns a public nuisance; second, as it con- 
cerns a misapplication and waste of public 
funds. In its first aspect, Mr. Zeisler said, 
the bill proceeds upon the idea that these 
ordinances were absolutely void. If they 
are void then these two companies will, 
when they tear up the streets, commit purely 
and simply a trespass. The tearing up of the 
streets then is also a public nuisance, be- 
cause the ordinances are void. 

‘* My first proposition,” he remarked, ‘‘is 
in reference to the rules of the Council in re- 
lation to the reference of new ordinances toa 
committee, I supposed these provisions were 
carried out, and that they are only found 
among the rules of the Council. They are 
substantive in character, amd, I imagine, were 
perhaps parliamentary, but I find these pro- 
visions are statutes of Illinois, Every pro- 
vision of the old charter of our city remains 
in operation when it is not inconsistent with 
the present charter, and that is the position of 
these rules. The present charter is silent as 
to how an executive head shall be provided in 
case of the death of the exevutive and previ- 
ous to the election of another, and when this 
situation arose recently the successor was ap- 
pointed under the old charter.” 

Attorney Zeisler, commenting on the argu- 
ments of Attorney Mayer, representing the 
Ogden Gas company, took the authorities 
quoted by the defendant’s counsel and care- 
fully analyzed them. He maintained that 
most of the law quoted by Mr. Mayer had 
been overruled. He also claimed many of 
the authorities, when read through fully, were 
as much in accord with the complainant's 
case as with the other side. Then Mr. Zeisler 
paid his compliments to the City Law De. 
partment. Hesaid: “I donot think it is 
wise for the city to come in by its Law De- 
partment and defend an ordinance passed 
through the infamy of the Aldermen.”’ 

In relation to the distinction in regard to 
the different rights of the citizen Mr. Zeisler 
held that property-owners suffered peculiar 
and special! damage by reason of the granting 
of the ordinances. 

A short but sharp interruption here oc. 
curred. Mr. Zeisler remarked that the ordi- 
nance did not provide that the company hold- 
ing it should restora the streets to their for- 
mer condition. 

Mr. Mayer interrupted, Zeisler saying Mr. 
Zeisler was mistaken. But Mr. reiterated his 


statement and Mr. Mayer sat down. 

Mr. Zeisler continued: “As soon as the 
granting of an ordinance becomes a matter 
of dollars and cents for the city, as it isin this 
case, itisa matterin which the taxpayers 
are greatly interested. What will become of 
the tund toe paid by this company if the 
ordinance stands, provided it ever has any- 
thing to pay? It will pay into the City Trea- 
sury, in this case, 344 per cent of the gross 
receipts. If this can be done I contend the 
taxpayers are all interested in this matter.’"§j 

Attorney Zeisler waa followed by Clarence 
S.Darrow, the legai representative of the 
Cosmopolitan Electric company. His argu- 
ment was based upon and directed to | 
the jurisdiction of the court to act upon 
bill, which he specifically denied. He gave 
credit to the inotives of the people who filed 
the bill and continued: 

‘From my standpoint all that has been 
said on this case up to the present time has 
been irrelevant to the case. I believe the 
motives of peop'e are good in attacking these 
proceedings of the Council, as during the last 
few years nearly everything they own has 
been given away. I, howeyer, do not believe 
all the opposition has been inspired by tie 
purest motives. The question is whether the 
ordinance isa valid one or not. What was 
done at Central Music Hall does not con- 
cern this court. Your Honor as a Judge is 
sitting in a different position than thatof a 
private citizen.” 

Applying himself to the question of juris- 
diction Mr. Darrow argued this was the only 
question to be considered. “ If this is a case,” 
he said, * which if brought at all should be 
brought by a jaw officer of the State, then 
this case is ended. In all the preceding argu- 
ments no authority has been quoted which 
will sustain jurisdiction over the present case, 
A court may enjoin an illegal act of a 
municipal body. If the city, through its Al- 
dermen. undertake to perform an act which 
they have no right to do, then a court of 
chancery can interfere, but when the City 
Council performs its duties carelessly or cor- 
ruptly, but within its own rights, it is not 
the province of a court nm chancery to inter- 
fere. If the City Council appropriates money 
in a way it has no legal power to do the court 
can enjoin it and cali it back to fulfill the in- 
tent of the law, but when the Council has 
clear jurisdiction of the matter in hand then 
its judgment is just as sacred as that of a 
court. The courtcannot ask an Alderman, 
Why did you vote for that measure? That is 
for his conscience, whether he has one o1 
not. 

At this point court adjourned. Mr. Darrow 
will conclude his argument this morning, 
after which Attorney Crews will close the case,

Supplementary Report on the Wor!ld’s 
Production Was « Bearish Factor—Cash 
Business Reported Late in the Session 
Ignored by the Specul.tive Trade= 

Realizing Sales Checked an Advance in 
Corn=Good P-mand for the Small Re- 


ceipts. 

In the wheat pit yesterday the rank and 
file of traders were inclined to be bullish, 
but there was free selling by the profes- 
sional bears. After the early advance and 
subsequent decline the range was narrow 
while the market was easy. Ream was a 
good buyer of wheat early, cables were 
higher, and corn was strong. May wheat 
started out at 4c advance and sold up we 
more to a top price at 56Ke. Receipts at 
Northwestern points were only 281 cars, as 
against 306 cars a year ago and 272 the same 
day two years ago. Receipts at winter 
wheat points, however, appear to be on the 
increase, the arrivals at primary markets 
being 315,000 bu, as compared with export 
clearances of 233,000 bu. The supplemen- 
tary March report by Statistican Robinson 
was a bearish factor on which the market. 
sold off. It places the total production of 
the world at 2,590,121,000 bu, as compared 
with a production of 2,426,731,000 bu in 1805 
and 2,414,414,000 bu in 1892. Wherever pos- 
sible the official estimates have been taken, 
otherwise best semi-official and commercial 
information obtainable. In the countries 
of the southern hemisphere the crops re- 
ported are those harvested in the beginning 


of 1894. 

The estimate places the 1894 production of 
North America at 515,488,000 bu; South 
America, 104,000,000 bu; Europe, 1,538,216,- 
000 bu; Asia, 341,959,000 bu; Africa, 47,098,- 
000, and Australia, 43,360,000 bu. There was 
gome inclination to ridicule the idea of the 
‘government statistician giving out figures 
on foreign production when his figures on 
home production are so generally criticised, 
but the trade is sensiiive on the point of 
overproduction, ahd the market gave way 
on the supplementary report. Cables were 
generally higher. Liverpool closed with spot 
steady and unchanged but with futures 4@ 
%d higher. Paris was 2-3c higher on nearby 
futures, while Berlin was %c higher. The 
cash business reported late in the day did 
not check the downward tendency. In the 
local market 92,000 bu of No. 2 red were sold 
by Lioyd-Smith to be worked for spring 
shipment. The price talked of was lc 
over May, c. i. f., Buffalo. New York an- 
nounced new business of twenty-five loads 
for export and also fourteen loads 
for milling. The rains, and prospects of 
further rain, in the winter wheat States 
contributed to the weakness. May wheat 
Closed with the bottom figures of the day, 
ii%c bid.

INVESTORS OALOULATE THAT THEY 
ARE NOW ATTRAOTIVE. 


Comparison of Present Quotations with 
Those Current in 1892 Shows a Ke- 
matkablie Decline in Many Cases=Some 
Interest Belng Shown by the Public in 
Elevated Stocks=Metropolitan Bonds 
Advance=Sterling Rates Are Lowere 
No New North Side S'ock. 

The attention of shrewd investors is turn- 
ing somewhat in the direction of bank 
stocks. A good deal of figuring is being 
done on the present quotations for bank 
stocks with the result of convincing the 
people who are doing the calculating that 
those stocks are in many instances low 
enough to be attractive. The banking busi- 
ness of course has not been nearly so profit- 
able for the last two years as heretofore. 
There is scarcely a bank which has not been 
forced to reduce its undivided profits in or- 
der to keep up dividend rattes, and indeed in 
some cases dividend rates have not been kept 


y up. This unsatisfactory condition of affairs 


has been sharply reflected in the quotations 
for stocks, and-they are far below prices 
that ruled two®r three years ago. It is in- 
teresting to make comparisons of the pres- 
ent quotations for bank stocks with those 
ruling in 1802. American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank stock sold in 1892 as high as 
145; the latest bid price is 107. The Amer- 
ican Trust and Savings sold at 137. and the 
latest bid price is 107%. Atlas Natlonal sold 
at 123, against 112 now. Chicago National 
sold at 280, against 265 as the last bid quotation; 
Commercial National 335 against 265; Continental 
160 awainst 130. First National! sold at 350 against 
278 at the present time. The highest price that 
Fort Dearborn National sold for in 1802 was 109; 
it is now 112 bid. . Globe National sold at 1190, 
against a bid price of 95 at present. Lincoln Na- 
tional sold at 117 against 95. Metropolitan Na- 
tional sold at 220 against a present bid price of 
170. 

National Bank of America sold at 150, com- 
pared with 118 now. National Bank of Illinois sold 
at 270, as compared with 245. Union Nationa! 
sold in 1892 at 180; it is now 123 bid. When com- 
parisons are being made it will be seen there is 
nothing like a revival in the quotations for bank 
stocks that has been seen in other securities. But 
it must be admitted at the same time that there is 
less reason for a decilne in bank stocks than in 
other securities. Thevbanks have been getting no 
rates for money for a year or more, but the present 
outlook is full of promise of improvement. Rates 
are distinctly firmer here now, and bankers as a 
rule are looking forward to a profitable year. 
Loans are now néarly as large as they have ever 
been before, and with rates brought up to the nor- 
mal point bank profits ought to soon be back where 
they were formerly. 

The stock market is still dull, but in some quar- 
ters there is a little show of reviving public inter- 
est. This is true particularly of the elevated rail- 
road stocks.

PIGURES ON MUTUAL RESERVE 
PUND’S NEW BUSINESS. 


One Solicitor Writes $3,000,000, of Which 
’ More than $1,000,000 Is Sent in One 
Envelope=Figures on New Business 
Appear Deceptive in Official Report= 
Pacific Coast Matters Remiin Unsettied 
=—Executive Committee of the National 
Life Underwriters’ Association in Session 


The Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association 
of New York in its official report gives as the 
sum of the new business received in 1894, 
$81,365,145. This is printed ia bold face 
type across the front of a certificate of an of- 
ficial examination which four Insurance Com- 
missioners made of the books of the associa- 
tion. There are other figures given on the 
first page of this statement, but nowhere on 
that page is given the amount of rejected and 
postponed applications, On the back, how- 
ever, in much smaller type, these figures are 
given, The amount is $14.956,920, making 
the net business for. the year $66,408,225, 
From acursory examination of this report 
one would be induced to believe the new

F. C. Eames, supervisor of 
the company in Chicago, received telegrams 
and letters from officers of the company late 
in December’ asking that this department 
swell the totals of business writteh to a sum 
as great as possible, Asa result, and though 
Mr. Bodine had left the service of the cow- 
pany, his-services were called into requisi- 
cion, and under the direction of the depart- 
ment he began the writing of new business, 
In ten days, according to his statement, 
he wrote a total of $544,000, of which an ex- 
ceedingly small per cent was paid for at any 
price. ‘here were a few of the policy-holders 
who paid a portion, but not one single one 
paid the full first payment of $8 on each 
$1,000 of insurance written. Ten gold 
watches were offered a§ prizes by President 
E. B. Harper of the Mutual Reserve for the 
ten mnen who had the largest amount of busi- 
ness to their credit. Mr. Bodine, with his 
record of $544,000 in ten days, failed to re- 
ceive one of these watches. It is presumed, 
therefore, that ten men at least beat his 
record, 
Same Hard Fight in 1893. 

In December, 1893, the same hard fight to 
secure new business was made by the Mutual 
Reserve Fund. At that time three prizes were 
offered to the men who would secure the largest 
amount of new business individually. The 
first prize was $300, the second $200, and the 
third $100, to be paid in gold. John S. Bayes, 
one of the insurance solicitors in Chicago, is 
reported to have written $3,000,000 of in- 
surance, sending more than $1,000,000 in 
one envelope, and on this he secured first 
prize; Coats & Coats wrote $1,000,000; E.

S$. Kingsbury, $900,000; L. T. Bodine, 


$900,000, besides smaller amounts, which 
brought the total up to a sum in 
excess of $6,000,000.

OOO, and it is stipulated on the back of the 
receipt if the application be not approved at 
the home office, or if nod policy is issued, no 
contract has been effected and no benefit 
created or acquired. The Mutual Reserve 
Fund, however, wrote to. the person in whose 
name the insurance was to be issued early in 
January announcing the approval of its ap- 
plication. Mr. Barry’s idea that the policy 
peeee binding is therefore open to some 

oubt.

TWO MEN BURNED TO DEATH IN A FIRE. 


John Kurtz Loses His Life While Trying 
_ te Save His Neighbors. 


New York, March 20.—Two men lost their 
lives in a fire which broke out at 2:45 o’clock 
this morning in the four-story flat house, No. 
168 West Twenty-fifth street. John Kurtz, 
proprietor of the Chimney Corner Saloon, 
Sixth avenue and Twerty-sixth street, was 
burned to death while trying to save the 
members of his family. Tony Ketchum, an 
insurance agent, jumped from the thied story 
window and was so badly injured he died an 
hour later. Five others who jumped escaped 
without serious injuries. 

Kurtz was not at home when the fire broke 
out, but arrivea in time to arouse his family 
and the other tenants. The last seen of him 
alive he was running up the stairway through 
the flames, Kurtz's tamily escaped. the two 
youngest children being dropped from the 
window, while Mrs. Kurtz and her eldest son 
reached safety by way of the roof. 

Miss R. Scamp was burned about the neck 
and shoulders by attempting to descend by a 
ladder from the third story. She feil, but 
was caught inanet. When tne fire was cx- 
tinguished the body of Kurtz was found in 
the hall. The loss by the fire is $4,000. 


MRS, COPELAND’S CLAIM TO IRVINGTON, 


Claim for the Rodman Eatate to Be Pushed 
by a Michican Woman. 

New York, March 20.—Mrs. Priscilla Cope- 
land, who lives on a small farm south of East 
Jordan, Mich., claims to be a direct descend- 
ant and heiress of Joseph Rodman, who once 
owned all the land on the Hudson River north 
of New York where now the suburb of Irving- 
ton stands. According to her story the home- 
stead estate of Joseph Rodman was be- 
queathed to his grandson, Joseph Rodinan. 
The latter became involved in a quarrel with 
a rival for the hand of a. girl. 
A duel with swords was fought 
near New York and young Rodman, having 
mortally wounded his rival, fled to Canada. 
Another grandson subsequentiy succeeded to 
Joseph's share of the estate. Joseph married 
and lived to be 92 years of age. He had three 
sona, one uf whom is the father of the ciaim- 
ant, Mre. Copeland, who is now the only liv- 
ing representative of her grandfather, Joseph 
Rodman. Thirty years ago one of her 
father’s brothers sold his interest in the Rod- 
man estateto David Freeman of New York 
for $500, but her father declined a similar 
offer. Mrs. Copeland has employed an attor- 
ney to push her claim. 


COLLECTION AGENT FOR MORGAN SHORT, 


Barry Mines Gives Himself Up After Five 
Years of Peculation. 

New York, March 20.—Barry Mines of Port 
Richmond, 8S, I., is under arrest on a charge 
of having stolen several thousand dollars from 
the banking firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Mines was acollectorfor the firm. It is 
said his stealings will reach $10,000. Mines, 
who is married, isa nephew of John Flavel 
Mines, the writer. When asked when his 
peculations began he replied slowly:

German Societies Present a Monument of 
Heine to the City. 

New York, March'20.—[Special.]—A num- 
ber of German societies have offered the city, 
a beautiful marble monument and fountain 
in honor of Heinrich Heine, and asked that 
it be erected in Central Park. It is under- 
stood the monument will be erected near the 
Fifth avenue entrance to the park. The 
monument is 6f Tyrolean marble and will 
stand fifty feet high. The center piece, 
a column, shows the medallion of Heine in 
bass relief. A figure of the Toreilc sur- 
mounts the pedestal. The monument was 
designed by Prof. Hertel, Berlin, and was 
intended for Dusseldorf, but the City Coun- 
cil knowing that crowned heads did not fa- 
vor the poet’s writings objected to its erec- 
tion. So also did the Council of Mayence. It 
will cost $35,000, 


Insurance Adjuster Charged with Arson. 


Samuel Milch, a former fire insurance adjuster, 
at No. 119 Broadway, who was indicted nearly a 
month ago for arson and who has since been a 
fugitive from justice, was arrested today and 
heid in $10,000 bail. There are two indictments 
against him, one charging him with having set 
fire to the building No. 251 East Twelfth street 
in December, 1893, for which Mrs. Ida _ Lieber- 
man was convicted of having caused, and sent to 
State prison for six years and four months. The 
other indictment accused Milch of arson in the 
third degree.

TRIUMPH OF NORDICA 


HER ELSA IN ™! 'LOHENGRIN ” 18 OF 
THE HIGHEST ORDER. 


Wagner’s Grand Opera Is Listened to by 
an Immense Audience, Which Cheers 
Mime. Nordica Again and Again=—Jean 
de Reszke as ‘““The Swan Knight” 
Shares the Honors of the Evening= 
Pliancon, Mantelli, and Aucona Make 
Up tho Geod Cast. 

‘Lohengrin ”’ will be remembered as one 
of the triumphs of the opera season. A splen- 
did performance anda large audience, alive 
with enthusiastic approval, were the features. 
It-was Mme. Nordica’s special triumph, for 
it was for her more than all else that the 
loudest applause came. At the end of 
the first act, after a brilliant. render- 
ing of that. splendid finale, there 
were three curtain calls. Again at the close 
of the second act the audience demanded the 
raising of the curtain again and again. The 
house was one of the largest of the season. 


MME. NORDICA AS ELSA, 
The parquet was overflowing and there were 
but few empty boxes, 
rows of vacant chairs at the rear of the bal- 
cony. The audience was a notably fashion- 
able one too. 

After nine performances, five of which. were 
devoted to Verdi, ** Lohengrin’’. succeeded 
the barrel-organ heroics of ‘‘ Rigoletto.’’ The 
appearance of Mme. Nordica in the rdle of 
Elsa,with Jean de Reszke as the Swan Knight, 
Plancon as Enrico, Mme. Mantelli, who evi- 
denced unexpected power in the Ortruda, and 
Ancoua as Telramondo, decidedly improved in 
Wagnerian declamation since last season, a 
fine cast was allowed. Ir the instance of 
Mme. Nordica and M. de Reszke a notable 
one. Drilled during last summer at Bayreuth 
us the tirst exponent of the rdle of Elsa at the 
Festspielhaus the technical efficiency of 
Mme. Nordica seemed Well assured. The im- 
portant fact remained to be demonstrated to 
what extent she had realized the inner 
meaning of the character.. In its outward 
semblance there was evidence of a change 
with her first appearance. A white robe, 
simply draped, was substituted for the non- 
descript affair that varying fancy has gen. 
erally dictated. 


She Values Gestures. 


In her action there was a fullness of meapn- 
ing that showed the value of a few gestures 
properly corceived and placed,  Self-con- 
tained dignity and concentration in the scene 
distinguished the opening portion of the work. 
That true womanliness which Wagner intend- 
ed as the main charm of Elsa was admirably 
displayed in the scene with Lohengrin when 
he arrives to sustain her cause. In the prayer 
preceding it there was the charm of simplicity 
in delivery and a grateful feeling that heaven 
had not been turned to as a last resort, an un- 
fortunate phase of character which many 
Elsas seem to possess, The scene in the bal- 
cony atthe opening of the second act was 
done with perception of naturalness. The 
same trait characterized the meeting with 
Ortruda. For the scene on the way to the 
cathedral there was reserved the broadest 
dramatic work. In this scene from the point 
of view of action as well as vocal delivery, 
Mine. Nordica gave herself unreservedly. 

The growth of the girl’s character to that 
of the woman was evenly and sincerely done. 
The gestures employed by Mine. Nordica 
showed careful study of the action, as in- 
dicated in the music. The effect of her 
training at Bayreuth has been remarked in 
other réles, particularly the Desdemona. But 
the Elsa of lastevening showed her in a high- 
er sense an artist, This was mainly due 
to the cohesion and the general evenness 
with which the réle was given. Early in‘ the 
evening Mme. Nordica was not in good voice, 
With the progress of the opera this wore 
away, and her climaxes, particularly at the 
close of the first act and toward the end of 
the second, were notably sung. 

The placi f the scene of ‘ Lohengrin ”’ 
in the tenth century, as was decided last sum- 
mer by Bayreuth authorities, was exemplified 
in the second costume worn by Mme. Nor- 
dica, The front of the gown is Byzantine in 
design, gold gauze, embroidered with pearls 
and amber. The mantle is of cloth of gold, 
embroidered in a conventional design of oak 
leaves and acorns. It was chosen possibly 
because of the mystic significance in which 
the oak was held. In the third act a gown of 
white, knotted with a belt of gold, is worn, 


Portions Are Restored. 


The crown is of the corresponding period. 
The wig is blonde. That which is of prime 
importance is the restoration of the solo in 
the last act and of portions of the love duet, 
hitherto cut in performances of the opera.

OPERA-GOERS MISS,THEIR TRAIN. 


How Empty Coaches Are Hauled Out to 
Some Suburban Towns. 

There were worry and anxiety and trouble 
Monday night in many a home at Morgan 
Park, Blue Island, Washington Heights, and 
other villages on the Rock Island road over 
the mysterious disappearance of 175 persone 
who had come tv Chicago to hear grand 
opera. The train which the railway company 
had provided for the transportation of the 
opera-goers made the return trip all right, 
but there was not a soul dn it except the con- 
ductor and his crew. It looked like a prear- 
ranged desertion by the suburbanites, and the 
railway men, as well as those who had been 
ieft at home, were badly worried over it. 
Every one of the missing 175 has since 
reported well and sound, and most of 
them have succeeded in reéstablishing the 
entente-cordiale which existed prior to Mon- 
day.night’s adventure, but it has involved a 
lot of talking. and, in several instances, it is 
alleged that the explanations offered had to 
be backed up with staternénts from the depot 
agent in this city before they were accepted. 
It was all owing to a blunder made by an at- 
taché of the .:.ck Island company, who is not 
posted in atic productions, This man’s 
duty is to re..in at the AUditoriuin until the 
opera is over each night, and then notify the 
train conductor at the depot, ten minutes’ 
leeway being allowed for stragglers. Monday 
night *‘Faust”’ was given in three acts and 
three scenes. the curtain dropping at the end 
of each. When it went down for the fifth 
time, the Rock Island man, thinking the per- 
formance was over, went to the depot and 
ordered the conductor to get ready to pull 
out. The conductor waited for ten minutes, 
as required, and then yelling out the custom- 
ary ‘all aboard,” went out withan empty 
train, so far as the opefta-goers were con- 
cerned, not one of them having arrived. 
When the party of 175, men and women, 
young and old, married and single, reached 
the depot thirty minutes later to find that 
the last train had gone and that they 
were booked for a night’s stay in Chi- 
cago with no means of communicating 
the facts to their folks at home, the scene 
was astormy one. But kicking did no good, 
and the suburbanites sought shelter in the 
city hotels for the rest of the night, many of 
them sitting out the weary houfs in the 
rotundas, and trying by song and story to 
make the best of a bad plight. The repre- 
sentative of the railway company at the 
Auditorium durimg the remainder of the 
opera season will be a man who knows when 
the finale has been reached, and who is ex- 
pected to farm his suburban passengers in 
platoons and march them to the depot before 
giving word to the conductor to start his 
train.

WHISKY TRUST OONFERENOE AGREE- 
MENT FORMALLY RATIPIED, 


Every Distillery in the Country Is Now 
Rractically a Member of the Spirit Dis- 
tilling Association and, Acting with 
the Trust Keceivers, Will Keep the 
Price of the Product at a Profitable 
Point=Important Proceedings in Judge 
Grosscup’s Court=Boom in Trust Stock. 


Several developments yesterday in the 
whisky trust litigation tended to strengthen 
the position of the receivers and the Stock- 
holders’ Reorganization committee. In the 
first place the agreement reached at the con- 
ference Sunday was formally ratified by the 
directors of the American Distributing com- 
pany, so that now practically every distillery 
in the country is a member of the Spirits Dis- 
tilling Association and will act in harmony 
with the receivers of the trust in the mat- 
ter of keeping prices at a point where a living 
rate of profit is assured. The ratification of 
this agreement means that 97 per cent of the 
actual producing capacity of the United 
States has agreed to act in harmony. This 
settlement will put an end to talk of a ruin- 
ous cutting of prices. It also makes it certain 
the huge projected distillery at Terre Haute, 
Ind., will not be built. On the strength of 
the agreement the stock of the trust ruled 
strong yesterday, closing at 1314, the highest 
point it has touched since the receivers were 
appointed. 

Auother and equally important proceeding, 
though on the surface it appears of small ac- 
count, took place in Judge Grosscup’s court. 
There at 10 o’clock yesterday morning ap- 
peared Attorney James Hutchings, represen t- 
ing certain stackholders. and moved that 
Louis Mendham of New York be made a co- 
complainant in the original application for 
the appointment of a receiver. This action 
was taken because some of the stockholders 
learned several days ago the stock in the 
name of Charles L. Ohl mstead, the only com. 
plainant left on the original bill, had been 
transferred to other parties and had been de- 
posited with the Stockholders’ Reorganiza- 
tion committee, ,

property. Mr. Mendham is the owner of 
2.200 shares of stock, and after hearing from 
Attorney Austrian that the Stockholders’ Re- 
organization committee had no objection to 
the motion Judge Grosscup ordered that the 
rule beentered. Neither Mr. Greenhut nor 
the directory of the company was represent- 
ed, though Attorney Hutchings <caid notice 
had been gent them. 

Reports from New York were’ that up to 
last night over 200,000 shares of stock had 
been deposited with the Manhattan Trust 
company as trustee. and the receipts of the 
trust company were traded in on the ex- 
change, selling 1 per cent higher than the 
regular stock. The time fixed for the deposit 
of the stock expires Mondey and it is expect- 
ed there will be lively work in the stock mar- 
ket between now and then. The short inter- 
est is understood to be short 80,000 shares, 
represented by President Greenhut and his 
friends, and they have not, so far as the street 
knows, begun to cover. 

Secretary Hennessy yesterday issued a call 
to the stockholders of the whisky trust for the 
annual meeting to be held at Peoria April 17. 
It is at this meeting that an exposé is expected 
which may lead to the retirement of Presi- 
dent Greenhut and perhaps a majority of the 
Board of Directors. 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
composed of Judges Woods, Jenkins, and 
Grosscup, yesterday decided the appeal of the 
whisky trust from a decision of Judge Gross- 
cup giving Gottschalk & Co., agents of the 
trust, a judgment for $37,112. Gottschalk 
& Co. sued in the lower court to recover that 
amount of rebates, which, it is claimed, the 
trust refused to pay on the ground that the 
agents had handled other spirits than those 
manufactured by the trust. The case, which 
was known as the rebate certificate case, at- 
tracted much attention in the lower court. 
The decision of the lower court was affirmed.

FIRST FRUITS OF THE REFORM MOVE- 
MENT. 

The Senate passed yesterday the civil serv- 
ice reform bill with the emergency clause at- 
tached. . There will be just time enough to 
give the necessary notice sd that a week from 
Tuesday the citizens of Chicago can cast their 
vctes in favor of utilizing this admurable re- 
form measure. The bill as it passed is printed 
in another column. 

The Governor agreed to sign the bill after 
receiving satisfactory assurances from the 
Republican leaders and other friends of the 
measure that a supplemental bill would be 


Commissioners in the smaller towns and vil. 
lages where the work will be light and the 
services of good men can be secured for noth- 
ing. This change is an eminently proper one 
to be made, and the supporters of the bill did 
exactly right in promising to remove the ob- 
jections of the Governor. 

The people of this city should congratulate 
themselves on the victory they have won. Be- 
coming conscious finally that the demoraliza- 
tion. inefficiency, and extravagance of their 
municipal government were due to its domi- 
nation: by politics, they appealed to the Gen- 
eral Assembly without distinction of party 
for legislation which would better their gov- 
ernment. And the Legislature, equally re- 
gardiess of party, has given them one of the 
laws they asked for—a law which if enforced 
faithfully will replace the political method of 
selecting employés on account of their pol- 
ities by that of selecting them on account of 
their merit. 

It is needless to say that many of the poli- 
ticians in and out of the General Assembly 
have no faith in civil service reform. It was 
unknown when they went into politics. But 
for the popular demand they neither would 
have indorsed nor voted for it, and as far as 
in their power they will seek to nullify it. 
Not to the politicians but to an aroused peo- 
ple and the men who have worked so devot- 
edly and disinterestedly for civil service re- 
form is the chief credit to be assigned for the 
passage of this bill. : 

Already more progress has been made than 
would have been deemed possible a year 
ago, but there are other reform measures 
which must be passed before the Legislature 
adjourns. The Legislature, which has done 
so well, must do better yet, and act on other 
bills now before it. It must not fail to take 
the Mayor outof politics as weil as his sub- 
ordinates, 

Having secured one of the bills they asked 
for the citizens must goto the polls Tuesaay 
week and vote to accept it. At the head of 
the official ballot where allcan see it, and 
notdown in one corner where no one can, 
will be printed the proposition to accept this 
civil service reform measure. Every man who 
wants to improve the municipal service should 
vote in the affirmative and give the yeas an 
-overwhelming majority.

THE NEXT STEAL OF THE BOODLE AL- 
DERMEN., 

At the last meeting of the Council Ald. 
Mulcahy introduced an ordirance— 

Authorizing the Commercial Heat and Power 
company to construct a plant or plants in the 
streets, avenues, alleys, and under the riven, for 
the purpose of manufacturing, supplying, and 
distributing steam and hot water to parties de- 
siring to use the same for heat and powerionly 
and distributing water under high pressure for 
the purposes of heat and power only; the fran- 
chise to extend fifty years, permits for ex@ava- 
tions to be taken from the Commissioner of (Pub- 
lic Works, the company to file a $10,000 Hond 
for keeping the streets and alleys in repair. * The 
company shall not use the public hydrants or 
any water witbout license. After five years the 
company shall pay to the city 3 per cent of its 
gross revenue and receipts, and within three 
years after the passage of the ordinance the jcom- 
pany shall have in operation a plant the aetual 
bona fide const of which shall be not less'than 
$80,000 and shall file a penal bond of $50,000 to 
indemnify the city. 

This is the measure which it was planned 
should be put through the same night the Og- 
den and Cosmopolitan ordinances were, but 
the conspirators blundered or were fright- 
ened, and therefore the third of their boodle 
ordinances has only just turned up. 

If this measure meets with the &pproval of 
the Council and of the Mayor an exceedingly 
profitable business, which the city never 
should part with, will be turned over to pri- 
vate individuals, possibly the ones who have 
been working persistently for many years to 
get possession of it. 

There should be in this city a high-pressure 
water plant to furnish water for mechanical 
purposes. There is money in the business. 
If the city had such a plant it could make 
proportionately as much money out of it as it 
does ont of the water works, It ought to 
have had one long ago, and this paper point- 
ed out the way to get it, but the Council did 
not have intelligence or public spirit enough 
to act. 

The question is now: Shall this first step be 
taken towards turnimg over the water works 
system of the city to private individuals? If 
this ordinance should pass ghe persons into 
whose possession it came would not buy wa- 
ter from the city and pay water bills, They 
would ask that the little tunnel running out a 
short distance from the North Side water 
works, which is valueless for the supplying of 
drinking water, be turned over to them for a 
nominal consideration. They would get it if 
they paid the Aldermen enough and they could 
afford to pay them a high price. Then they 
would proceed to make money. 

The gang Aldermen may be afraid to do 
anything with this ordinance before election, 
The danger is that they will take it up imme- 
diately after election and put it through then 
after the men who are candidates for re. 
election this year have learnt their fate. 
There is danger also that if this measure 
passes the Mayor will approve it, because it has 
a miserable littie provision about compensa- 
tion for the city giving the latter 3 per cent 
where it ought to have everything. 

The anti-boodle Aldermen have had fair no- 
tice this time. Thie ordinance has not been 
sprung on them as the Ogden gas one was. it 
is to be expected therefore that they will be

THE CRIMINAL WHISKY TRUST, 

The career of the whisky trust, as partially 
exposed in Tue Trisune of yesterday, is 
shown to have been one of corruption and 
crime. The combination was a conspiracy to 
defraud innocent stockholders as well as to 
dictate to the public, and the arch conspir- 
ators seem to have had no scruples against 
committing any enormity that would further 
their designs, except as they were toa lament- 
ably small extent restrained by fear of the 
law. ‘They hardly could have been worse if 
continuously saturated with the product of 
their own stills. Their conduct suggests the 
story of the dervish to whom Satan was al- 
lowed to offer the choice of one of three 
crimes he must commit, He elected to get 
drunk as the least crime, but while under the 
influence of liquor committed the other two. 

It is stated to be reasonably certain that be- 
fore the litigation growing out of the appoint- 
ment of the receivers is settled much of the 
inner history of the nefarious trust will be 
brought to light, and the facts testified to in 
open court. That is as it should be, Not 
only the parties directly defrauded and those 
who suffered from the unprincipled oppres- 
sion of the trust, but the general’ public has 
an interest in having the true inwardness of 
this affair shown up to the world. It ought 
to be told where that $500,000 went to which 
was expended between the arrest of Gibson 
and the quashing of the indictments against 
him. Who got the money? Was it 
paid to arrest the course of justice? 
If so no stone should be left unturned 
in the effort to reveal the identity of 
the man or men who accepted the bribe paid 
for the escape ef the criminal. It is intimat- 
ed that the actual disposition of most of that 
money has been learned from records found 
in the inner safe in the vaults of the company 
at Peoria, end that civil suits to recover the 
money will be based on the discovery; also 
that ‘certain public men, some of whom 
have been prominent in national politics, 
may be interested in the developments along 
this line.”’ Ifthis be so, then there should 
be opportunity for something more than a 
mere civil suit to recover. It will be an im- 
perative duty to prosecute on grave charges 
under the criminal law. 

Surely if it can be proven that half a dozen 
distilleries, or even but one, were destroyed 
by incendiary fires during the heyday of the 
trust something much more thana civil suit 
for damages will be in order, and that against 
the instigators of the crime as well as 
againet the actual incendiary. For the mano 
who hires another to set fire toa building to 
which he dares not apply the torch himeelf 
is much the greater criminal of the two, 
and would deserve capital punishment if the 
death penalty were allowable for anything 
else than murder. The sinners ought to 
suffer no less than the greatest punishment 
fixed by law for the crimes of which they 
have been guilty. They should be made ex- 
amples of, so that no others will dare to fel- 
low in their footsteps. 


THE “NEW WOMAN” SCAVENGER. 

The scavenger problem in this city is in a 
fair way to be solved by the women. Mrs. 
Paul has done noble work in exposing the in- 
iquities that are perpetrated under the pres- 
ent contract system, and now Miss Jane 
Addams is proposing to show how the evil may 
be practically remedied, She hhs sent in a 
bid for the scavenger work of the Nineteenth 
Ward, and it is said she stands an excellent 
chance of being awarded the contract, as 
Mayor Hopkins approves the plan and is 
anxious to see it tried. She has made the bid 
in her own name, but thatis simply because 
the Hull House, with which she is more par- 
ticularly identified, is not an incorporated in- 
stitution. Sheis not working for personal 
profit, but for the public good. 

The Nineteenth Ward is one of the dirtiest 
and most neglected in the city. It is situ- 
ated between Van Buren and Twelfth streets, 
west of the river. Typhoid-fever and other 
diseases associated with unsanitary condi- 
tions have been and are prevalent in the 
densely crowded tenement houses of the 
ward, and the women of Hull -House have 
entertained the belief that if the money spent 
for visiting nurses were paid out for cleaning 
the streets and alleys the nurses might not be 
needed, Last summer they made more than 
seven hundred complaints as to the un- 
emptied garbage boxes, but, as Miss Addams 
says: * It did not seem to make any differ- 
ence.’”’ The complaints were unheeded. So 
they have decided to take the matter into 
their own hands, and with that intent have 
asked for the contract to do the scavenger 
work, 

Miss Addams has madea careful study of 
systems of scavenger work in Manchester and 
Glasgow, as well as of the home situation, 
and has some ideas that will be novel to many 
people here. In order to’ obtain the much 
desired separation of the clean refuse from 
that which is essentially filthy she would 
begin with the families, and offer a prize ofa 
penny per bushel for clean ashes. This 
would reduce the bulk of garbage nearly two- 
thirds, and make short hauls possible, as the 
clean ashes would be readily taken for filling 
by railroads and others, while under the 
present system “it is necessary’’ to haul the 
whole bulk of the garbage to dumps at the 
corner of Thirty-fifth street and Western 
avenue. The bulk of the hauling could 
be further reduced by the bottles, 
tin cans, paper, and rags which 
now are taken off with the rest of the filth 
and brought back to the factories. and junk 
shops of the city by women ana children who 
have sorted them out from the filth-soaked 
mass atthedump. She would have the of.- 
fensive garbage coliected at night, as is the 
pian in Boston, She says the really correct 
inethod of disposing of it is by crematories, 
and points out the fact that so long as con- 
tracts are made for only one year no con- 
tractor feels warranted in building cremato- 
ries, but they are used in St. Louis, where the 
contracts are awarded for ten years. She 
would not use the present wooden garbage 
boxes atalil, but have the refuse kept in tin 
cans, which could be washed frequently. Of 
course, she would have the garbage collected 
regularly. and thoroughly, which it hardly 
need be said is not the rule now. 

Miss Addams ought to be awarded the con- 
tract. By all means let it be seen what she 
can do to interest the people of the ward, 
which it is proposed to do through the vari- 
ous clubs, as well as actually to remove the 
filth that under the present lack of system is 
allowed to fester there, jeopardizing the 
health and lives of the inhabitants and render- 
ing the scene highly offensive to all people 
who are disposed tuwards cleanliness. Doubt- 
less the result would be such a vast improve- 
ment on the conditions which heretofore have 
prevailed that soon the residents of all the 
other wards in the city would demand a like 
reform in scavenger methods. Then the men 
contractors would be spurred up to do their 
duty, knowing thatif they did not perform 
it their places would be taken by women 
having an abiding interest in seeing the work 
done and a thorough determination to per- 
form it. In accomplishing this important re- 
form the women’s clubs will not only work 
for the great good of their own members .in 
matters of health and cleaniiness, but will 


demonstrate their right to exist, and give

room for the cheering hope that they will be 
eminently useful im other directions where 
the men have failed to do what legitimately 


THE NEED OF GOOD ALDERMEN, 

The list of Aldermanic candidates has been 
made up now and there is no likelihood that 
it will be changed during the next two weeks, 
It is certain that not one of the offensive can- 
didates who ought not to be allowed to suc- 
ceed will withdraw from the race. 

It is hardly riecessary to dwell on the im- 
portance of selecting good Aldermen. There 
is a manifest painful lack of them at present, 
Recent proceedings in the Council have 
shown that nearly two-thirds of the members 
of that body cannot betrusted. It is evident 
that it will be difficult, if not impossible, to 
elect enough reputabie men this epring to de- 
prive the boodlers of their preponderance in 
the Council, but if the votera of the decent 
wards do their duty it will be possible to se- 
cure the presence in the local legislature of a 
large and aggressive minority of Aldermen 


who will fight the corruptionists persistently . 


and who will vote to sustain the vetoes of 
corrupt ordinances sent in by Mayor Swift. 
With him in the Mayor’s chair and with twen- 
ty-three or more trustworthy Aldermen there 
will be no more blackmail ordinances passed 
or franchise thefts perpetrated. 

There are a few simple rules for the guid- 
ance of voters. One of them is to study the 
records of the candidates rather than their 
promises. Ante-election pledges of good be- 
havior are promises to pay which cannot be 
collected ‘on if repudiated by the maker, as 
they often are. If aman has a bad record 
no attention should be paid to his promises 
to do better. It is safe to vote against any 
man who voted for the Ogden gas or Cosmo- 
politan electric light ordinance. In short, 
when the Council proceedings show that a 
man has made a practice of voting for meas- 
ures tainted with corruption leave him re- 
ligiously alone. 

There are in some of the wards candidates 
who never have been in the Council, but of 
whose peculiar fitness there can be no doubt, 
For instance, there is Judge Hawes, who is 
running in the Second Ward against Best, 
whose Aldermanic reputation is atrocious. 
He has been oa the bench for yeara. It is 
known that he would neither be fooled by nor 
dodge swindling ordinances. In the Third 
Ward Mr. Noble B. Judah is a lawyer of high 
standing. He has never held an office, but the 
citizens of his ward know he would perform 
honestly and faithfuily the duties of any one 
to which he might be chosen. 

There are some wards in which there is no 
question what the voters should do, In the 
Twenty-fourth, for instance, no honest man 
can hesitate as between Manierre and Peck. 
The former served for some years in the 
Council and never cast a vote for which hie 
constituents could reproach him. The latter 
has been in two years, and it is doubtful if he 
has cast half a dozen his constituents have 
approved of. He has looked after the inter- 
ests of Peck instead of those of the people. 
It is now time for the latter to show that they 
prefer their interests to those of Peck. 

Where there is room for doubt as to the 
person to whom the preference should be 
given it is better to see what the Civic Feder- 
ation has recommended, and to be governed 
generally by its advice, It is safe to assume 
that that organization has looked carefully 
into the records of candidates. It may not 
please the voter sometimes to see that tho fa- 
vored candidate does not belong to the same 
political party that he does, but he must re- 
member that It makes precious little differ- 
ence what the political opinions of an Alder- 
man are. He has to deal with local questions 
constantly and with national ones never. 

If the two political parties always nomi- 
nated good men as Aldermen it would not 
make the least difference whether a campaign 
was carried on‘on national or local issues, 
For no matter what the result might be de- 
cent men would be elected. Unhappily, how- 
ever, neither party is free from blame. The 
Democrats of one ward nominate Cullerton 
of Northern Pacific fame. The Republicans 
of another have nominated Buck McCarthy, 
who resigned once fro’n the Board of Coupty 
Com missioners under peculiar circumstances. 
Each of these men, being unable to ask for 
votes on his legislative record, will ask for 
thern because he is technically the nomince 
of a party. Neither is entitled toa vote on 
that ground, 

If a reputable citizen isa candidate and is 
a Republican saominee that indorsement 
should do him no harm, If he is a dishonest 
man and has such an indorsement it should 
do him no good. As has been said before, 
there is no party politics in the Council. The 
Aldermen divide on other lines and belong 
to the Honest or to the Dishonest party.

mon ratio between these metals, with free 
coinage at such ratio.”” Representative Cul- 
berson, who is one of the delegates, has given 
itas his opinion that the wording of the law 
is such as to permit the sending of delegates 
only to a conference having in view the single 
odject set forth in the law, and that no invita- 
tion can be accepted to consider merely the 
enlarged use of silver as a money metal or to 
consider remedies for the frequent fluctua- 
tions in relative values of the two metals. But 
it is asserted on good authority that this is not 
the view takeri by President Cleveland. He 
will accept an’ invitation from any one of the 
European nations to participate in a confer- 
ence on the subject of the relations between 
gold and silver. The delegates sent from the 
United States will not be limited toa discus- 
sion of the ratio to be recommended, and it is 
considered tou be more than probable that 
some of them will be opposed to free coinage 
under any circumstences. It is thought like- 
ly that one of the delegates to be appointed 
by the President will bea single goid man, 
and that perhaps two of them will belorg to 
that class, so as to make the delegation on the 
whole more representative of the conflicting 
sentiments in this country on the monetary 
question than if all its members were free sil- 
verites. It is stated to be the general belief 
in well informed circles at Washington that if 
a conference is called the invitations will be 
sent out by Germany, though the French 
Government looks with so much favor on the 
proposition that it may call a conference if 
Germany neglects to do so. It is not thought 
there is much to hope for at the present time 
from Great Britain, and that the advocates of 
international bimetallism must look for en- 
couragement to Germany, France, and other 
members of the Latin Union.

AS THEY WRITE NOW. 


REMARKABLE OHANGES FROM THE 
EPISTLES OF OTHER DAYS. 


Those of the Past Composed for Posteritr, 
Those of Today for the Rushing Pres- 
enteThe Polished Periods, the Telling 
Kpigrams, the Admirable Diction Are 
Now to Be Found in Newspapers rnd 
Mag:zines = Conciseness and Brevity 
Are the Rule Nowadavra. 

The letter writing of today bears little or 
no resemblance to letter writing of other 
days, and Mr. Andrew Lang in an interesting 
paper in the “ Illustrated London News" 
discourses on the letter writers of the past, 
and says that “ the lack of good letters in 
modern life” is not so much from the Tack 
of writers ” as from the “ lack of readers,”’ 
and a long letter, say from Australia, is per- 
haps never read at all, and that we have be- 
come so frivolous “‘a man as far away as 
Samoa will write a note as if toa frend in the 
next street.”” The pace at which we live, the 
rush and hurry of each day, are answerable 
in a measure for this change in our style of 
correspondence; but, above all, is it not the 
result of the flood of journalism which 
sweeps all before it? The letter writers of 
the past wrote for posterity, it is true, but 
also to keep their friends in touch with the 
topics of the day, political and social, says 
London “‘ Queen.” Our newspapers do this 
for us to the fullest extent, and only the most 


- private matters remain for the letter writer 


to record, matters of so private a nature that 
were such letters given to posterity a dis- 
creet editor would at once erase these confi- 
dences from his MS. The letter writer of 


today, unlike his predecessor, does not con- 


fide his experiences—whatever form they 
may have taken—to his friend and corre- 
spondent; and if he has anything worth say- 
ing on any particular subject he rushes into 
print forthwith, into the pages of one or 
other of the many magazines, or into the 
daily or weekly newspapers. Women are 
not one whit behind men in this respect, and 


newspaper and magazine readers are the re- 


cipients of their confidences, and what they 
have seen and done becomes at once public 
property. ‘ 

The admirable diction, the vigorous En- 
glish, the polished periods, the telling epi- 
grams in the careful and well-thought-out 
essays of the day are not to be found as 
heretofore in private correspondence, but in 
magazine and journalistic literature. Mr. 
Lang remarks that the “ fear or hope ”’ of 
having their letters published “ inspired 
many of the old eminent hands ’’to do their 


best for fame and posterity, as well'as for 


their correspondents. Miss Austen “ kept 
her wit for the world,”and gave “ flat gos- 
sip’’ to the “‘worthy, dull ladies’’ with whom 
she corresponded, Of “ literary letters none 
excel Shelly’s.”” Scott’s are simply “ nat- 
ural, business-like, and unpretentious ’”’: 
Thackeray, ‘‘ shough he lived in our railway 
days,’’ and “‘ should Have written few let- 
ters,”’ yet for “tone, style, wit, and loving- 
kindness’ his are among the best in the 
world. 

The points in the notes of the day—which 
have superseded letters—are conciseness 
and brevity, to write without preamble of 
any kind, and to go to the root of the matter 
at once. Formerly, if anything in the way 
of a request was made, a suggestion as re- 
gards a plan to do something, or any one of 
the thousand social trifles that fill up leisure 
and life, it required a lead of some lines 
to introduce it, and oftener than not an 
apology also. But now almost telegraphic 
conciseness is the mode adopted, an] 
aught else would read out of date; in truth, 
telegrams have not a little to do in forming 
the present form of letter writing, and have 
taught economy in the use of words. It 
may be said that the letters of today are 
the direct antithesis of those of yore. Then 
too many subjects could not be broached and 
commented upon; now the reverse is the 
rule, and to keep to one subject only, and 
that in the fewest words, is what society 
affects, hence the brief notes we all receive 
and write; yet, brief as they are, a clever 
man or a talented woman conveys in a sen- 
tence or two the gist of the whole matter, 
epigrammatical in neatness and subtly hu- 
morous—a compensation small in its way, 
perhaps, for the lengthy epistles of the past, 
but all this workaday world has time 
either to write or to read. 


WOMAN’S PROGRESS IN MEDICINE. 


Fifty Years Has Woman Had a Foothold 
in the Profe«aion. 

It is less than fifty years ago that the first 
woman was graduated with the title of 
Doctor of Medicine in this country. This is 
an age of repid growth, and we apprecfate it 
when we see the difference between the posi- 
tionof women physicians today and that of 
half a century ago. 

When the development of the world 
passed from physical to mental, and intelli- 
gence became the leading force of progress, 
we moved ahead with wonderfully acceler- 
ated speed. Every advance movement pre- 
pares for another and greater, and we go on 
in a constantly increasing geometrical pro- 
gression. So it is no wonder we seem to be 
living at great speed and surprise ourselves 
with our own growth. 

There are not yet two generations of 
women doctors, but they are scattered over 
the breadth of the land. There are collegesof 
the highest rank open to them for medical 
study in this country, and abroad they have 
practically every advantage that exists 
With these possibilities for thorough prepa- 
ration, has grown the increased skill of 
women in the profession, and the increased 
public confidence in their ability. For med- 
ical skill depends on natural intelligence and 
thorough preparation. 

In the larger cities their numbers are so 
great that they have ceased to be conspicu- 
ous. There, too, where union is strength 
and opportunities are great, women physi- 
cians have done valuable work in both med- 
ical and surgical lines. There is no depart- 
ment of medicine where they have not 
earned an honorable position and shown 
themselves capable ®f original work along 
lines of scientific research. 

Public confidence in women physicians is 
considerably increasing, and the disfavor 
that accompanies all new ventures is fast 
disappearing. There are still individuals 
who retain old prejudices and cannot com- 
prehend that scientific knowledge does not 
depend on sex, but a triumphant majority 
is rapidly and surely proving the contrary. 

Those who look forward with judgment 
based on the past can see a future full of op- 
portunities for great work and devoid of 
that prejudice against sex, which has for so 
many years retarded progress. “ With the 
increasing demand for the same high men- 
tal culture among women as among men 
must come the recognition of individual 
worth of whatever sex, and the woman phy- 
sician with her sister scieritists will hold no 
mean positon before the world.—Milwaukee 
Journal, *

Entering into a discussion of the 
provisions of the bill, he said it provided for 
a life tenure of office for over 6,000 individ- 
uals. It relieved these, he said, of all the ob- 
ligations of citizenship and to their party. It 
would seriously interfere with the organiza- 
tion of parties and prevent the coilection of 
subscriptions for campaign purposes from 
these public employés. He predicted that if 
the bill passed it would lead to the establish- 
ment and growth in Cook County of one of 
the most powerful and unprincipled rings that 
ever existed inside the State. , 

In conclusion Senator Littler launched into 
a violenteuttack upon the Civic Federation of 
Chicago, which he said he understvod was the 
author of the bill. Representatives of this 
body. he said, had stated in committee that 


counsel. 

‘**T am willing to bet,”’ he cried, ‘that this 
eminent counsel, whoever he may have been, 
was narrow between the eyes, had a nasal 
twang, and wore his hair pompadour to make 
him luok fierce and wise.” 

The members of the Civic Federation he 
accused of hypocrisy. They had appeared in 
the committee when the bili! was considered, 
he added, and there made hypocritical pre- 
tenses of their honest desire for reform and 
better government. These same men, he said, 
have robbed the State of revenue froin taxa- 
tion to the amount of more. than 
$1,000,000. They would do _ go this 
year and would do so next year. he said, if 
permitted, yet they talked reform before the 
Senate committee. He hoped their career 
would soon be ended.. Concluding, he said: 

1 love integrity, honesty, uprightness, but I 
hate hypocrisy. As to the robbery by those gen- 
tlemen to whom I have aliuded, of that I have 
the most conclusive evidence, and | want to hear 
no more preaching about reforms from such 
sources. 


Salomon Says It’s for the Rich. 


Senator Salomon said the bill was intended 
to relieve business-men of means of their 
duties of citizenship. ‘In his opinion the bill 
ought to have a different title. It ought to be 
named a bill to take from rich men the re- 
sponsibilities of citizens, so that they need not 
attend primaries, etc. He criticised the ex- 
amination under civil service reform rules. 
There was no reason, he said, why such ex- 
aminations should not be made to apply to 
Aldermen and members of the Legislature as 
well as city officials, Another danger was 
that the bili would breed such security 
among officeholders as would cause indiffer- 
ence to the public’s-weal and wishes. Civil 
service in Chicago, he said, already had 
the effect of causing the discharge of over 
200 efficient policemen with brave records 
merely because they failed to pass a school 
examination. In conclusion, he warned the 
Senators that the bill wouid lead to a mon- 
archical form of municipal government and 
to the surrender of the liberties of the people, 
which had been so long enjoyed. He pointed 
out that the advocates of the bill were rich 
nen, and that most of the number were bank- 
ers. The people did not defnand the bill, he 
said, and he hoped it would not pass. 

Senator Johnson spoke chiefly in refutation 
of the statements made by Senator Littler, 
which he denounced in the severest terms as 
uncalled for and out of place. He said: 

I regret exceedingly what has happened here 
this morning, not because it reflects upon the 
gentlemen here from Chicago, against wliom the 
attack has been made, for their reputation is es- 
tablished and unquestioned a: being among the 
most high-minded and distinguished of its eiti- 
zehs. lam surprised and grieved, rather, that 
the gray-bearded Senator from Sangamon, whom 
li always have associated with worthy and digni- 
fied sentiments, should be capable of so dispar- 
aging himself by such aspeech. What he has 
spoken would better have been said in some sa- 
loon or barroom or other low resort; any other 
place, in fact. than onthe fioor of the Senate. 
{| Applause.}] Such a speech had better have been 
lett unsaid for the Senator's own repute asa 
member of the Senate and as aman. What 
has Mr. Gage said or done since his 
arrival in Springfield to warrant such an attack 
upon his character and motives as a business- 
man and a member of a reform society? Has he 
in word or deed shown himself other than a sin- 
cere advocate of reform and the better govern- 
ment of the city he represents? If the assess- 
ment law needs changing I will warrant that Mr. 
Gage will be found among the foremost in advo- 
cating such a change. Mr. Gage is a man whose 
standing as acitizen is above reproach. I will 
assert, too, that in real disinterestedness, patriot- 
ism, and regard for the welfare and safety of the 
institutions of ‘this country he is unmeasurably 
more patriotic than 10,000 such men as those 
who make this attack upon him today. 


Chicago Will Settle That. 


In answering the objection that the bill was 
not wanted by the people of Chicago Senator 
Johnson said the April election would deter- 
mine that. The contention that the bill was 
not constitutional, he said, was all rot, as he 
had on another occasion explained it was con- 
stitutional and so said to be on the highest 
authority. 

Again referring to Senator Littler’s speech 
he said he did not believe his assertion that 
he voiced the sentiments of the Republican 
party, or of the Democratic party either, 
when he thus assailed the best citizens of Chi- 
cago and the cause of civil-service reform, In 
concluding he denied that the bill would dis- 
turb party organization. 

Senator Berry suid the Republican party 
had not been properly represented in respect 
to this measure by the speech of Senator Lit- 
tier. Civil-service reform, he said, though 
regarded by the light of experience as a some- 
what empty and hackneyed term, if the signs 
of the times were to be trusted, was to mean 
better things in the future. Aliluding to the 
attack on the Civic Federation he added: 

I am astounded and amazed at the attack made 
here upon the Civic Federation of Chicago by the 
gentleman from Sangamon, It was. wholly un- 
precedented and uncalled for. Whatever this 
body has done was in the interest of good gov- 
ernment and for the purification of politics, The 
question is whether the bill has any merit. 
Should the appointment of public officers be so 
arranged that faithful servants cannot be inter- 
fered with? It appears to mejust as right and 
necessary as to apply the same principle to ordi- 
nary business affairs. Every one knows to what 
a low condition political matters have sunk. The 
question at caucuses today is not who best can 
fill the office, but who can * get there.’’ The 
principles of the bill and of civil service reform 
are in harmony with the spirit of American in- 
stitutions. That is, to fill the offices with the 
best men and to keep them there. ' 
est of the younger generation, of go politics, 
good citizenship, and good government I favor 
passing the biil. 

Durimg the roll-call which followed Sena- 
tors Wells and Leeper made short explana- 
tory speeches of their votes. After the pass- 
age of the bill Senator Humphrey’s motion to 
reconsider was tabled on Senator Aspinwal l’s 
motion. 

Gov. Altgeld Signs the Act. 


Gov. Altgeld signed the act this afternoon. 
A few minutes before 3:25 o’clock Lyman J. 
Gage, John W. Ela, J. H. Hamline, and Mr. 
Nathan, representing the Civic Federation, 
and Representative David E. Shanahan of 
Chicago entered the Governor's office with 
the act. According to a previous understand- 
ing they brought with them a letter addressed 
to Lyman J. Gage, President of the Civic. 
Federation, and signed by all the Senators 
and a.majority of the Representatives. The 
letter read us follows: . 

We, the undersigned Senators and Representa- 
tives, heartily agree to vote for an amendatory 
act tothe civil service bill for the purpose of 
reducing the salaries of Commissioners in towns 
of less than 50,000 population from $500 to $50. 

A copy of this letter, with the signatures. was 
given to Gov. Aitgeldt as a guarantee that 
the amendment asked for in his message to 
the Senate yesterday should become law be- 
fore the close of the present session, The 
Governor then unhesitatingly affixed his sig- 
nature. Each of the men present shook hands 
with the Governor and thanked him heartily. 
Mr. Nathan asked the Governor if he would 
not give him the pen with which he signed 
the bill. The Governor did so, and Mr, Nathan 
will place the relic in the archives of the Chi- 
cago Historical Society. 


TEXT OF THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW, 


Provisions of the Measure Chicago Suffrag- 
ist« Will Vote Upon April 2. 
Springfield, Ill., March 20.—The new civil 
service law is as follows: 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted, etc. [Commissioners ap- 
pointed—oath.}] The Mayor of each city in this 
State which shall adopt this act as hereinafter 
provided shall, not less than forty nor more than 
ninety days after the taking effect of this act in 
such city, appoint three persons who shal) con- 
stitute and be known as the Civil Service Com- 
missioners of such city—one for three years, one 
for two years, and one for one year from the time 
of appointment and until their respective suc- 
eessors are appointed and qualified; and in 
every year thereafter the Mayor shatl, in like 
manner, appoint one person as the successor of 
the Commissioner whose term shall expire in 
that year to serve as such Commissioner for 
three years and until his successor is appoint- 
ed and qualified. Two Commissioners shall 
constitute a quorum. All appointments to said 
commission. bh original and to fill vacancies, 
shall be so made that not more than two mem- 
bers shall, at the time of appointment, be mem-

Sec. 2. [Removal of Commissioners—vacancy. |

cancy in the office of Commissioner shall be filled

Sec. 3. [Classification.] Said Commissioners 
shall classify ali the ottices and places of employ- 
ment in such city, with reference to the examina- 
tions hereinafter provided for, except those offices 
and places mentioned in Sec. 11 of this act. 
The offices and places so clagsified by the com- 
mission shall constitute ‘he classified civil 
service of such city; and no appointments to 
any of such offices or places shall be 
made except fider and according to the 
rules hereinafter mentioned. 

Sec. 4.~-[Rules.]—Said commission shall make 
rules to carry out the purposes of this act and 
for examinations, appvintments, and removals in 
accordance with its provisions, and the Vommis- 
sioners may, from timeto time, make changes in 
the original rules. : ‘ 

Sec. 5.—[{ Publication of rules; time of taking 
effect. }—A1l rules made as hereinbefore provided 
and ail changes therein shail forthwith be 
printed for distribution by said commission. and 
the commission shali give notice of the place or 

»laces where said rules may be obtained by pub- 
ication in one or miore daily newspapers, pu 
lished in such city and in each such publication 
shall be specified the date, not less than ten 
days subsequent to the date of such publica tor, 
w hen said rules shall go into operation. 


Public Competitive Examinations, 


Sec. 6.—[Examinations. ]—Al! applicants for of- 
fices or piaces in said classified service, except 
those mentioned in Sec. 11, shall be subjected to 
examination, which shal! be public, competitive, 
and free to all citizens of the United States. with 
specified limitations as to residence, age, health, 
habits, and moral character. Such examinations 
shall be practical in their character and shall re- 
late to those matters which will fairly test the 
relative capacity of the persons examined to dis- 
charge the duties of the positions to which they 
seek to be appointed and shal! include tests of 
physical aualifications and health, and, when ap- 
propriate, of manual skill. No questions in 
any examination shall relate to political or 
religious opinions or affiliations. The 
commission shall control all examinations, and 
may whenever an examination isto take place 
designate a suitable number of persons, either 
in or not in the official service of the city, to be 
examiners, and it @hall be the duty of such ex- 
aminers, and, if in the official service, it shall be 
a part of their official duty without extra com- 
pensation to conduct such examination as the 
commission may direct and to make return or 
report thereof to said commission, and the com- 
mission may at any time substitute any other 
person, whether or not in such service, in the 
place of any one so selected, and the commission 
may themselves at any time act as such exam- 
iners and without appointing examiners. The 
examiners at any examinktion shall not all be 
members of the same political party. 

Sec. 7.—[ Notice of examinations. ]—Notice of 
the time and place and general scope of every ex- 
amination shall be civen by the commission by 
publication for two weeks preceding such exam- 
ination in a daily newspaper of general circula- 
tion published in such city, and such notice shall 
also be posted by said commission in a conspicu- 
ous place in their office for two weeks before 
such examination. Such further notice of exam- 
inations may be given as the commission shall 
prescribe. 

Sec. 8.—[Registers.!—From the returns or re- 
ports of the examimers or from the examinations 
made by the commission the commission shall 
prepare a register for each grade or class of po- 


* sitions in the classified service of such city of the 


persons whose general averrge standing upon ex- 
amination for such grade or class is not less than 
the minimum tixed by the rules of such tommis- 
sion and who are. otherwise eligible, and such 
persons shall take rank upon the register as 
candidates in the order of their. relative excel- 
lence as determined by examination without 
reference to priority of time of examination. 


Promotions in Classified Service. 


Sec. 9.—[Promotions.]—The commission shall 
by its rules provide for promotions in such classi- 
fied service on the basis of ascertained merit and 
seniority in service and examination and shall 
provide in all cases where it is practicable 
that vacancies shall be filled by promotion. 
All examinations for promotion shail be 
competitive among such members of the next 
lower rank as desire tosubmit themselves to 
such examination: and it shall be the duty of the 
commission to submit to the appointing power 
the names of not more than three applicants for 
each promotion having the highest rating. The 
method of examination and the rules governing 
the same and the method of certifymg shal be 
the same as provided for applicants for origina! 
appointment. 

Sec. 10. {Appointments to classified service. | 
The head of the department or office in which a 
position classified under this act is to be filled 
shall notify said commission of that fact. and 
said commission shall certify to the appoint- 
ing officer the name and address of the 
candidate standing highest upon the 
register for the class or grade to which said po- 
sition belongs, except that in cases of laborers, 
where a choice by competition is impracticable. 
said commission may provide by its rules that 
the selections shall be made by lot from among 
those candidates proved fit by examination. In 
making such certification sex shail be disregard- 
ed except when some statute, the rules of said 
commission, or the appointing power specifies 
sex. The appointing officer shail notify said 
commission of each position to be filled separate- 
ly, and shall fill such piace by the appoint- 
ment of the person’ certified to him by 
said commission therefor, which appointment 
shall be on probation for a period to be fixed by 
said rules. Said commission may strike off 
names of candidates from the register after they 
have remained thereon more than two years. At 
or before the expiration of the period of proba- 
tion the head of the department or office in 
which a candidate is employed may, by and with 
the consent of. said commission, discharge him 
upon assigning in writing his reason therefor to 
said commission. If he is not then discharged 
his appointment shall be deemed complete. To 
prevent the stoppage of public business or to 
meet extraordinary exigencies, the head of any 
department or oflice may, with the approval of 
the commission, make temporary appointment 
to remain in force not exceeding sixty days, and 
only until regular appointments under the pro- 
visions of this act can be made. 


Excepted from Classified Service, 


Sec. 11.—[Officers excepted from classified 
service. }—Officers who are elected by the people, 
or who are elected by the City Council pursuant 
to the city charter, or whose appointment is sub- 
ject to confirmation by the City Council, judges 
and clerks of, election, members of any Board of 
Education, the Superintendent and teachers of 
schools, heads of any principal department of 
the city, members of the (he Department.and ove 
private Secretary of the Mayor shall not be in- 
ciuded in such classified service.

CHICAGOANS REJOICE AT THE NEWS. 


Genuine Satisfaction That a Vote Is to Be 
Taken on Civil Service. 

It was impossible to find a decent man in 
Chicago yesterday who was not gratified to 
hear of the passage of the civil service bill by 
the Legislature. There were some who did 
not expect much good from it, but none who 
did not regard it as a step in the right direc- 
tion, which could do no harm and might doa 


- great deal of good, while among thoughtful 


and intelligent citizens there was great re- 
joicing over the action of the Legislature, and 
confident predictions that the city was on the 
verge of political and municipal regeneration. 
Among those who expressed themselves on 
the subject toareporter for THe TrisuNe 
was Postmaster Hesing, who said: 

‘*T cannot express how glad I am at this 
triumph of civil service reform in the Legis. 
lature, and I predict that nothing but unnum- 
bered blessings to Chicago will be the result 
of it. After the merit system has been in op- 
eration awhile the municipal government will 
enjoy the same conditions that have prevailed 
latelv at the Postoffice, where no political 
boss dares to show his head. Every single 
city employé will be forced to do eight hours 
of honest labor every day. But the benefits 
of the system will inure to the good of the 
employés as well as of the city itself in the 
increased stability and respectability of the 
position. My fifteen months of experience us 
Postmaster has demonstrated to my satisfac- 
tion that a great government institution can 
be conducted on sound business principles 
as well as the store of Murshall Field & Co, 
I have not the slightest fear that the machin- 
ery of the Civil Service Commission cf the 
city will be captured and used by politicians 
for corrupt purposes.”’ 


Step in the Right Direction. 


Ex-Judge Lorin C. Collins said: “It is a 
step in the right direction. So far as I know, 
the law as it was passed is a good one, but if 
it is not it Gan be amended if need be at the 
present session of the Legislature. I have no 
doubt the people will indorse it ut tne ap- 
proaching election. I think public sentiment 
is overwhelmingly in favor of civil service re- 
form. The predition of Littler in the Senate 
that the law would lead to the formation of a 
political ring seems to me to be unwarranted, 
The samé prediction might have been made 
concerning the national civil service law. The 
effect of the law wiil be to abolish politics as 
a business in Chicago; and even candidates 
for election offices will stand more on their 
merits than before and less on the promises 
they make to. their supporters.”’ 

Ex-Judge Leroy D. Thoman said: ‘* What- 
ever may be the fate of the law in Chicago, if 
it is adopted at the polls and any effort at all 
is made to execute it, it will do good and 
make friends. The merit system in the Ven- 
eral Government had its feeble beginning, 
and has often been betrayed, but tnere has 
never been a year nora month since the law 
was enacted in which it did not increase its 
supporteré. At present it is so completely in- 
treuched in the respect of the people that it 
would be impossible to repeal the law. So it 
will be in Chicago; the merit system will fight 
itsown way. The corruptions of this city are 
perpetrated by not more than 20,000 people, 
and this law will drive them out of their ne- 
farious' business. Much depends on the 
Mayor and on the three Commissioners whom 
he may appoint, but if he makes a wise selec- 
tion and the law is honestly enforced it means 
the regeneration and salvation of the city.” 


Brennan Disinclined to Talk. 


Chief of Police Brennan was averse to 
speaking on the subject. and was anything but 
enthusiastic. He wiggled a good deal, and 


said: 

‘‘ The law has not yet been voted on by the 
people, and I do not see that 1 am called on 
to express an opinion on it, In fact, I have 
no opinion, because I have not read it. As to 
its effects on the Police Department, I can- 
not tell what they will be, but I hope it will 
havea good effect. Policemen, you know, 
are by nature and profession men of few 
words.”” HR ge 

E. J. Phelps, Secretary of the Civil Service 
League, said: . 

‘Even if the law should prove a failure; it 
will do good. That sounds paradoxical, but 
what I mean is that every effurt of this kind 
leaves the community better than it found it, 
even if it breaks down before accomplishing 
all it intended. I hope for a grand success 
for this law. I take no stock in Littler’s 
predictions. The corruptionists of this city 
will pever be able to get away with the three 
Commissioners whom the next Mayor will 
appoint,’

CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION RES- 
OLUTION KILLED IN THE HOUSE. 


Ninety-two Members Declare Themselves 
Unalterably Opposed to What They 
Consider a Needless Scheme for Ex- 
pending Money=All Efforts to Delay 
the Crushing Blow Fail =— Merritt 
Makes a Strong Speech Against the 
Measure=Perry and Selby Favor It. 


Springfield, IlL, March 20.—[Special.]— 
Ninety-two members of the House declared 
themselves by their votes today unalterably 
opposed to the submission to the people of 
the proposition fér a new constitutional con- 
vention. Forty-four men voted in the aftirm- 
ative, Seventeen were absent or refrairfed 
from voting. According to the laws of Iili- 
nois, 102 affirmative votes in the House, or 
two-thirds of that body, must support a con- 
stitutional amendment, or rather the proposi- 
tion for its submission to the people. Here 
was a- vote two to one against the 
proposition, an unprecedented event in 
Illinois Legislatures. The proposition 
has been brought up in Legislature after 
Legislature for the last fifteen years. It in- 
yariably has been defeated, but at times it 
has received a considerable vote. In the last 
Geperal Assembly it was championed by Mr. 
Ferns of Jersey. It got about ninety votes 
on the floor of the House, failing to pass. 
This time it was offered by Mr. Needles of 
Washington, who worked tor it’ as best he 
could, both in and out of reason. The reso- 
lution came up today, its friends saw it was 
going to be beaten, and, realizing the danger, 
tried to postpone to some future date its dis- 
cussion. 

Ninety-two hard-headed men, headed by 
Speaker Meyer himself, satisfied in the main 
with the old Constitution, proposed to kill 
that resolution then and there. They did not 
intend that it should be a stumbling block in 
the way of legislation. This was the day set 
apart for its decapitation. and what was the 
use of postponing it. Mr. Needles’ tried his 
best to stave off the inevitable. His efforts 
were unavailing. The resolution is dead, and 
that’s all there is of it. 

This is one of the best bits of work ever 
done in an Illinois Legislature. The Consti- 
tution is all right. The people understand it. 
The laws of the State are framed with refer. 
ence’to its provistons, and there is no neces- 
sity for a new constitutional convention. It 
only would open the way for encroachments 
by corporations and other powerful influenzes: 
it would entail an expense of $750,000 to the 
people, and the State would be no better off 
after it was done. Its advocates in the main 
were men who expected to represent the dis- 
trict in which they live in the convention. 
They wanted to come to Springfield and stay 
a year or two at the expense of the State. 

After this they would expect to be elected 
session after session as metnbers of the Legis- 
lature on account of services rendered in the 
constitutional convention. The members are 
well aware of the fact that amendineats tothe 
Constitution can be submitted to the people 
and acted upon. They did not propose to 
open the way for jobbery, and they properly 
beat the resolution. Merritt of Sangamon 
nade the speech of the day against the propo- 
sition, and was abiy seconded by Jozathan 
Merriam of Tazewell, who was a member of 
the convention which framed the present Con- 
stitution. ) 

Mr. Merritt’s chief objection to the plan 
was that a constitutional convention would 
only give the corporations an opportunity to 
secure changes in the Constitution to their ad- 
vantage. Mr. Perry was in favor of the reso- 
lution, saying if the corporations were already 
such a power they should be restrained before 
the danger became any greater, Mr, Selby 
favored the resolution, while Boyd and Wil- 
son spoke against it. 


BILLS INTRODUCED IN THE HOUSE. 


‘Measures on Many Subjects Presented for 
Lawmakers to Consider. 

Springfield, lil., March 20.—In the House 
the following bills were introduced: 

Mr. Branen—To require wholesale milk dealers 
to give a $10,000 bond. 

Mr. Cella—To revise the law in relation to in- 
surance companies other than life. 

Mr. Daugherty—Amending the building and 
loan association law, providing among other 
things that the directors may invest the surplus 
earnings and that a borrower may repay a loan 
at any time. 

Mr. Green—To provide that the term of Presi- 
dents of Boards of Education shall be three years; 
also a bill to prevent fraud in the granting, let- 
ting. or procuring of contracts for local im- 
provements by special assessment or special tax- 


ation. 

Mr. Hallock—To amend the Chicago drainage 
law, being the bill prepared by the representa- 
tives of the Lilinois River Valley. 

Mr. Curley—Providing that “no company or 
associauuon engaged in the business of assess- 
ment life or accident insurance shali be admitted 
to do business inthis State when such company 
or association does business in any foreign coun- 
try, or maintains public or private deposits of 
money or other valuables in any foreign coun- 
try.”’ 

Mr. Kaiser—To establish a State laboratory of 
economic geology. 

Mr. Kent—To prohibit corporations organized 
for mining, mechanical, manufacturing, or other 
industrial purposes from acquir or owning 
any real estate except such as may necessary 
for the transaction of the business of such cor- 
porations; the penalty being a fine of $25,000. 
Alike penalty is provided for any corporation 
which usurps functions or franchises not belong- 
ing thereto, or which shall engage in any busi- 
ness not authorized by law or its charter. 

Mr. Kincheloe—To require the Assessor to 
stamp all taxable bonds. notes, credits, and se- 
curities; also a bill to regulate the fees in crim- 
inal cases, 

Mr. Lowenthal—To regulate the naturalization 
of aliens. It requires every applicant for natural- 
ization to make an oath he makes such ap- 
plication of his own free will, without receiving 
or expecting to receive from any person any com- 

nsation or indemnification, and that he is pay- 
ing the fee for such naturaiization out of his own 
means, Penalties are provided for the punish- 
ment of any person who procures the naturaliza- 
tion of an alieh by the payment of the expenses 
attached thereto or by the offer of a reward. The 
object of the bill is to prevent the wholesale 
naturalization of aliens under the direction of 
party committees. 

Mr. McCarthy—To make railroad companies 
liable for injuries sustained by employés result- 
ing from the negligence of co-amployés. 

“itr. McConneli—To regulate the practice of 
pharmacy. 7 

Mr. Mahoney—To protect the public from im- 
position in relation to canned or preserved fruit. 

Mr. Perry—Providing that the Judges of the 
Appellate Court shall not allow their opinions 
or decisions to be published; also a bill provid. 
ing that the Supreme Court “shall indicate such 
of its opinions as announce a principle not there- 
tofore announced by the court, and oy such in- 
dicated opinions shall be published y the re- 
porter.”’ 

Mr. Revell—Revising the law in relation to 
local improvements. 

Mr. Sbhaffer—To prohibit the feeding of cattle 
or hogs at distilleries or breweries. 

Mr. Snedeker—To provide for the establishment 
of an employment bureau in every county under 
the supervision of the State Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. . 

Mr. Walleck--To provide that in cities of more 
than 100,000 inhabitants Aidermen shall be 
eligible to reélection only once, unless a period 
of two years shall have intervened. 

Mr. Waston—Regulating the administration of 
trusts by trust companies. 

Mr. Novak—To amend the practice act.

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MEANS A BIG VOTE. 


INOREASE OF OVER 13,000 IN THE 
REGISTRATION LISTS. 


Democratic Managers Cast Down at the 

Unexpectedly Large Number of Names 

- Placed on the Registry Books Tuesday 

=Republicans See Victory inthe In- 

crease = Unblushing Lodging-House 

Colonization in -the First and Eight- 
eenth Wards. 

Little comfort is taken by Secretary Burke 
and his colleagues on Frank. Wenter’s cam- 
paign committee in the result of Tuesday’s 
registration. Over 13,000 more names were 
pluced on the registry lists than on registra- 
tion day preceding the Mayoralty election in 
April, 1893. Before the result was announced 
by the Election Commissioners Secretary 
Burke claimed the figures would not be over 
80.000. The Republicans, on the contrary, 
were exceedingly well pleased, and the party 
leaders claim George B. Swift will be elected 
by from 30,000 to 40,000 majority. 

There has been, apparently, much stuffing 
of the lists in the First and Eighteenth 
Wards, but most of the names ilfegally on the 
books will be erased when the revision takes 
place, x 

With one precinct in each of the nine 
wards the Fifth, Sixth, Eleventh, Twelfth, 
Twenty-third, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-ninth, 
Thirtieth, and Thirty-third, and three in the 
Thirty-fourth Ward missing, the total regis- 
tration of Tuesday is 48,511. The total pre- 

_ceding the April election of 1893 was 35,363, 

and the total registration preceding the De- 
cember special Mayoralty election in 1893 
was 56,985. 

Tuesday’s registration is much heavier than 
was expected, it bemg estimated 30,000 
names would be placed on the books. The 
registration last fall was exceedingly large. 
In view of this fact it was supposed the num- 
ber of names recorded Tuesday would be 
comparatively few. How mary of those who 
registered are new voters is hard to tell, out 
it is believed fully 25,000 new names were 
added. 

Causes of the Increase. 

Some attribute the heavy registration to the 
Aidermanic contests, and some of the names 
are certainly those of persons who 
have moved since last fall, but 
the latter element must be small as people 
have avoided moving as much as possible this 
winter. Growing wards do not seem to have 
increased in a much greater proportion than 
some of the old neighborhoods. 

The Republicans believe the heavy registra- 
tion is a benefit to their ticket. Leaving out 
the river wards, where it is believed illegal 
work has been done, the Republican wards 
show the greatest gains. The following table 
shows Tuesday’s registration by wards, as 
compared with the registration day preceding 
the April election of 1893.

They could 
not understand where so mang new voters 
came from in such a short time. 


Lodging-House Colonization. 


Colonization in the lodging-housé districts 
of Clark street, State street, Wabash avenue, 
Van Buren and Harrison streets has been 
og! on all winter. Striking examples of

Frauds, it is charged, were perpetrated in 
the Third (‘‘ Bath-House”’ John’s precinct), 
the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth (** Hinky 
Dink’s”’ Presinct), Tenth, Eleventh, Eight- 
eenth, Nineteenth, Twentieth. and Twenty- 
first.

It 
draws from the Wabash avenue and Harrison 
street dives, and it is claimed fully 100 of the 
141 new names registered there are fraud- 
ulent. ; 

Satisfied They Were Not Voters. 

The Seventh is a long narrow precinct 
bounded by Jackson, State, Harrison, and 
Dearborn streets. One of the judges of elec- 
tion there said gangs were brought over froin 
State street, who, he was satisfied, were not 
legal voters, but they all took the required 


oath. 

The Eighth, Ninjh, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, and Twenty- 
first Precincts take in everything south of 
Adams and between Clark street and the river 
to Polk street, while the Eighteenth covers 
ail that territory south of Polk and west of 
Piymouth place. 

is Twenty-first is a new precinct one 
block wide and two blocks long, lying be- 
tween Sherman and Fifth avenue and south 
of Harrison street. It was cut out of the 
Eieventh and Eighteenth and has no lodging- 
in it, yet thé Democratic workers man-

crats would lose 1,500 and the Republicans 
500. This was after the canvassers had made 
their rounds, and is thought to b2a fair esti- 
mate. In the Fifth Precinct, for instance, 
there were 173 new names registered, and 
there will be 145 suspect notices sent out on 
the complete registry for that precinct. 

The Sixth Precinct, whose place of registra- 
tion is No, 140 West Madison street, led the list 
with 332 new n s. The Seventh Precinct. 
next to it, had 239. The First Precinct, at 
No. 79 South Canal street, had over 300. 
These three precincts ate where stuffed regis- 
ters are always to be expected in hot alder- 
manic contests, and the Republicans are using 
extraordinary precautions to prevent whole- 
sale fraud being successful. The registration 
throughout the ward showed an average of 
about 180 new names for each of the twenty- 
five precincts. 

But it is down in the Nineteenth Ward that 
the Democrats were howling ioudest yester- 
day. It was charged that every Italian in the 
ward had been brought out and registered, 
and as every Italian this spring is counted 
upon to vote the Republican ticket the Deim- 
ocrats did not like the outlook of losing their 
old stronghold. The banner precinct . was 
the Thirteenth, where the place of registra- 
tion is located at No. 153 Ewing street. The 
precinct is the smaliest in that ward, and in- 
cludes a narrow strip two blocks long and a 
block wide between Halsted, Jefferson, For- 
quer, and Polk streets. The new pames | 
numbered 306. and nearly every one of them 
was that of an Italian. Much the larger part 
had never voted before. The Democrats say 
the registry in this precinct was clearly 
stuffed, and that a good part of the 306 
names must be erased. In ali parts of the 
ward where the Italians and Greeks reside the 
registration was exceedingly heavy. 

Throughout the West Side river district 
Republicans are well satisfied at the results of 
the registration, and were pushing tho work 
of weeding out fraudulent names with great 
energy. On the other hand the Democrats, ex- 
cepting when interested in Aldermanic fights, 
did not seem disposed to make any.great ef- 
fort on behalf of their Mayoralty candidate. 


DEMOCRATS RAISE THE CRY OF FRAUD, 


Activity of Kepublican Naturalization Bu- 
rean Alarms Wenter’s Friends. 

More work has been done by the Repub- 
licans this spring in reference to the natural- 
ization of foreign-born citizens than has been 
accomplished by the Democrats. Democrats 
have practically done nothing in comparison 
with their work in this line preceding other 
elections. It was the main fight and hope of 
the Democratic organization preceding the 
fall election to naturalize a_ sufficient 
number of foreign-born citizens to 
control the result regardless of 
changes from the Democratic to the Repub- 
lican party among the rank and file. This 
spring, however, ne Democratic party is so 
diso' ganized and the faction in control so 
incapabie of accomplishing good werk and the 
sentiment of the people so strongiy inclined 
to the Republicans that comparatively little 
has been done. Up to date the Republican 
organization has naturalized something over 
2,000 foreigners, and they expect to natural- 
ize between now and election day fully 5,000 
more. 

The Democrats are so alarmed over the 
situation that they have raised the cry of 
fraud. So far as _ =the  Repubiican 
com mittee is concerned it is en- 
tirely in favor of prosecuting all _ vio- 
lations of the law and has no _ desire 
to obtain any advantage through illegal 
naturalization. Secretary Burke has written 
a letter to ex-Candidate John W. Eia calling 
hig attention as a member of the Civic Fed- 
eration to alleged irregularities in the issuing 
of naturalization papers in the Circuit Court 
Saturday night. Mr. Burke eays he has in- 
formation that 80 per cent of those natural- 
ized are not entitled to papers. The persons 
receiving these papers, he says, reside in the 
Nineteenth, Twenty-third, and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, where Democratic heelers have for 
so many years perpetrated their barefaced 
frauds. 

The Civic Federation cases against Joe 
Yagman and Carl Tnomas will be tried be- 
fore Judge Grosscup in the United States 
Court tomorrow, There are haif a dozen in- 
dictments against each. They were, with 
Waldov Resinski, it is charged, the leaders 
in securing the fraudulent naturalization of 
Russian Jews in the Twenty-ninth Ward. 
It is expected that in the triai, proof will be 
presented showing that the men acted under 
the suggestion of a city Alderman. 


BARCLAY-SAYLE ALDERMANIC FIGHT, 
Election Commissioners Hear Evidence for 
Both Contesta ts. 

The Election Coinmissioners yesterday took 
up the Barclay-Say!e Aldermanic contest in 
the Twenty-eighth Ward to determine which 
of the two candidates is entitled to the place 
in the Republican column on the official 
ballot. Charles S. Deneen appeared for 
William Barclay and W. A. Vincent for Ald. 
Sayle. Judge Vincent fiied twenty-one ob- 
jechons to the candidacy of Mr. Barclay, 
charging, among other things, that there 
officiated at the primaries as judges and 
clerks men wh) were not legally qualified. 
There were ten delegates to the Aldermanic 
convention, and six of these, it is claimed. ad- 
journed to another room in Redman's Hall, 
where it was held and ona motiwn put and 
carried nominated Barclay. It is claimed 
Saylehad the hall packed, Sayle says the 
delegates representing the Second Primary 
District were not regularly elected, and. when 
the six delegates retired. he filled their places 
and held a convention which nominated him. 
In his testimony yesterday he admitted he had 
a watcher anda challenger at the polling-place 
in the Second District and that the votes 
thrown out at the primary were Barclay votes. 
The case was continued until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

John D. Pickham, Republican candidate 
for Alderman in the Nineteenth Ward, has ap- 
pealed to the County Court tocompel the 
Election Commissioners to place his name on 
the ticket asthe regular Republican candi- 
date. The Election Commissioners decided 
Monday that Samuel Sinsheimer was entitled 
to the place on the ticket as the regular Re- 
publican candidate. 


WENTER MEN BEG HOPKINS FOR HELP, 


Campaign Committee Asks the Mayor to 
Go to Weuter’s« Aid, 

Frank Wenter’s big campaign committee 
finally had to send for Mayor Hopkins yester: 
day to tell them what should be done to get 
up some enthusiasm for the ticket. The 
Mayor held along conference with Mr. Wenter 
before going intothe meeting at 4 o'clock. 
The result of the conference was not made 
known. It is understood, however, an ap- 
peal was made directly to Mr. Hopkins to 
take a more active part in the campaign than 
he has been doing. The superb organiza- 
tion he had under his tontrol tast 
fall is not in evidence now, it is 
claimed, much-to the embarrassment of 
Wenter’s managers, and they want its sup- 
port.

Candidate Swift Addresses a Big Gathering 
of Second Ward RepublicanseSays He 
Expects His Appeal to the People Will

GEN. BADEAU IS DEAD. 


SUOOUMBS TO APOPLEXY WHILE 
TALKING WITH dI8 SON. 


Well Known as Military Secretary of Gen. 
Grant and Afterwards Connected with 
the Diplomatic Service—History of His 
Career in the Army, in Literature, and 
in the State ServiceeGen, Philip 5t. 
George Cooke Dies at Detroit-Duchess 
of Leinster Pacses Away. 

Ridgewood, N. J., March 20.—Gen. Adam 
Badeau, who was on the staff of Gen. Grant 
as Military Secretary and who afterwards 

served as Secretary of 

the American Legation 

in London, is dead, 
aged 64 years. Death 

was caused by apop- 
lexy. The General was 
stricken at about 5 
o’clock yesterday after- 
noon while talking 
with his adopted son, 
George Corsa. The two

months the General had to undergo several 
operations to remove cataracts from his eyes. 
He resiaea with George Corsa and Miss Chill- 
man, his adopted children, since last fall. 
The funeral will probably take place Friday 
from the Church of Our Lady of Mount Car- 
mel. Bishop Wigger will officiate at the re- 


quiem mass, 

[Gen. Badeau was born in fs31 in New York, 
and after a careful education entered upon news- 
paper work. He achieved a literary standing 
with a story which had a vagabond for its hero, 
when he gave up his literary work and joined the 
volunteer service in 1862, his first appointment 
being on the staff of Brig.-Gen. Thomas W. Sher- 
man. He was badly wounded in the assault on 
Port Hudson the year following, and on his re- 
covery he was named military secretary of Gen. 
Grant. The close association of the commander 
and his secretary, from the battle of the Wilder- 
ness to Appomattox, gave rise to a lasting friend- 
ship between the two and resulted in favors bo- 
ing showered upon the secretary when Gen. 
Grant became President. He served upon 
the staff until May, 1869, when Gen. 
Grant appointed him Secretary of the 
legation at London. The next year he was sent 
to Madrid with important dispatches, and then 
returned to London as Consul-Generail. This 
lucrative office he held until 1881, but during a 
leave of absence he accompanied Grant on his 
tour around the world. Gen. Badaeau was re- 
called by President Garfield from London, but 
subsequentiy he was seut to Havana as Consul- 
General by Presidont Arthur. In 1884 he re- 
signed because of trouble with the State Depart- 
ment over fees. He then took up his work as the 
biographer of his benefactor, and it will be 
upon his * Military History of Ulysses S. Grant:” 
that his fame will rest. The close relations he 
had borne to Gen. and 
peace fitted Gen. this 
work. His literary labors extended over 
other fields, and his position as a 
contributor to leading magazines and reviews 
was well assured. He was an acknowledged an- 
thority in all controversies over the closing cam- 

aigns of the war. After the death of the great 
General, Gen. Badean alienated public good will 
in a large degree by instituting a suit against his 
widow for alleged services in writing Gen. Grant’s 
book. After the favors which had been heaped 
upon Gen. Badeau his suit against Mrs. Grant 
was keenly resented. He never recovered popu- 
lar estimation. His suits with the government 
over fees as Consul-General at Lonaon and Ha- 
vana, both of which he won, tended to mar an 
otherwise highly successful career in diplomacy. 
Had it vot been for bis appointment as Miliiary 
Secretary iu 1864, Gen. Badeau would doubtless 
have attained a much higher position in liter- 
ature than he did, for his aon ye | abilities were 
undoubted. Events so shaped themselves that 
his literary product was confined almost wholly 
to his ** Military Life of Gen. Grant.” } 


DEATH OF GEN, PHILIPST.GEORGE COOKE 


Grant in war 


Badeau for 


Record of a Long Life Spent in the Service 
of the Nation. 

Detroit, Mich., March 20.—Gen. Philip 
St. George Cooke died at his home in this city 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

(Gen. Cooke was a native of Virginia and was 
85 years of age. His career has been identified 
with the army since his admission to West Point 
when only 14 years of age, but he was alsoa 
member of the bar of Virginia and had written 
several interesting works, among which are a 
volume on cavairy tactics, “Scenes and Ad- 
ventures in the Army,”’ and ‘‘New Mexico and 
California.” Gen. Cooke had seen service in 
every field where American valor has been dis- 
played for fifty-seven years. In the Biack Hawk 
war he was a leating officer. He was in high 
command in the conquest of California and 
New Mexico. Upon the breaking out of the re- 
bellion, unlike most Southern officers, including 
his own son, Gen. John Cooke, and 
his famous son-in-law, Gen. J. E. B. Stuart, 
he cast his sword for the Union. He be- 
Commander of the cavairy reserve 
of the Army of the Potomac, and participated 
in the peninsular campaiga at Gaines’ Mill, di- 
rectly opposing his son-in-law, Gen. Stuart. He 
was breveted Major-General for his spiendid 
services in the war while in command of the 
division of the lakes at Detroit. In 1874 he was 
retired, after forty-six years of continuous serv- 
ico, with the rank of Brigadier-General. ]

ELLISON EASILY DEFEATS MILBURN. 


Both Players Make Low Averages in the 
Billiard Game. 

The game for the amateur billiard cham- 
pionship of the State and the emb!em pre. 
sented by the Brunswick-Balke-Collender 
company was won bast night by Ellison with 
a score of 300 against Milburn, 213, at the 
club-house of the Chieago Athletic Associa- 
tion. Over 600 people were present, inciud- 
ing many women. Harry Rhines acted as 
referee and Charley Matthews as marker. 

The game was interesting from the start. 
Ellison won the bank, but missed. Milburn, 
after scoring 8, missed a single cushion shot. 
Both players seemed a little nervous. 

Ellison stirred up a little enthusiasm in the 
fourth inning by a run of 12, composed of 
several brilliant shots. He made double fig- 
ures again in the ninth innmg, but the run 
was only 14. The balls were running per- 
versely for both men, but Milburn appeared 
to have a shade the worst of it. In the nine. 
teenth inning, when the score was Ellison 53, 
Milburn 37, the latter put together a collec- 
tion of carroms aggregating 20, and for the first 
time during the evening secured the iead, the 
record being Ellison, 53; Milburn, 57. Elii- 
son took a newstartin the twenty-first inning, 
and by excellent work increased the nutnber 
of buttons on his string by 34 before he failed 
to effect a short massé with the balls lying 
close together on the leit rail. He made 33 
and 26 in the twenty-fourth and twenty-fifth 
innings, thus securing a majority of 69 points. 
Then Milburn braced up, and in his half of 
the next inning ran 23, -followed by 20 when 
his next turncame, The play was rather siow 
after this, the balls still rolling far apart, every 
carrom being of the hardest kind. Miiburn ran 
19 in the thirty-first and 17 in the thirty- 
seventh inning, and Ellison secured double 
figures in three innings only up to the forty- 
second inning, 23, 14, and 26. They played 
more withan eye to the future than with any 
effort to count where a position favorable to 
his adversary might result. The averages 
were much lower than were expected. The 
gau.e ended in the fifty-third inning. 

A great deal of money changed hands on 
the result. Odds were laid during the day at 
several well-known headquarters through the 
city that Milburn would not make, first, 150 
points, and then 200 points was stipulated. 

Ellison was elected a member of the Chi- 
cago Athletic Association yesterday, and some 
interesting club contests between the Ath- 
letic club and outside organizations are likely 
to occur in the near future. 


NOT PLEASED WITH HARVARD’S ACTION, 


Opinions Expressed Freely on the Foot- 
ball Decision of the Facalty. 

Boston, Mass., March 20.—[Special.}]— 
Amid all the indignant talk at Harvard today 
against the faculty and ita football action a 
letter published in the Crimson this morning 
by Capt. Arthur Brewer of the eleven sounds 
another note. He advises yielding to the in- 
evitable—no grumbling. The editorial ex- 
presses the same idea. It, however, sticks to 
its previous opinion that the action is ‘* mis- 
taken and ill-timed,” but vigorous kicking 
against the decision of the faculty is develop- 
ing, though not among the undergraduates. 
William Hooper, a graduate member of the 
Athletic committee of Harvard, has this to 
say: 

‘*If I understand the function of the Ath- 
letic committee it is to have authority and 
final say as regards athletics at Harvard. It 
was appointed by the corporation the same as 
the faculty was. If there is any difference of 
opinion between tne two committees, both of 
which are created by the corporation, I should 
think the corporation would have to settle it. 
But the committee has the right to final say, 
I think. As far as I am concerned I shall be 
in fuvor of standing up and saying that our 
recommendation shall stand or that we shall 
resign.” 

Dr. E. H. Bradford, member of the Advis- 
ory Committee on Athletics at Harvard 
University, said: * The faculty is 
acting within its rights when it declares that 
the undergraduates under its contro! shal! 
not play in such matches. The Athletic com- 
mittee could go ahead and organize an e!even 
from the law or the medical school, but that 
will Hardly be done. Where we made our 
mistake was not carrying the matter up to 
the overseers in the first place when the 
faculty was acting plainly beyond its powers, 
but we knew it would cause some friction. 
The Athletic committee is not liable to 
change its position, which is unanimously in 
fa vor of allowing the sport to go on.’”’ 

New Haven, Conn., March 20.—([Special. | 
—The single topic today was the action of the 
Harvard faculty on football. Walter Camp 


said : 

‘*] hardly know the status of things in 
Cambridge well enough to know whether to 
conclude that the game is 2oomed or not. 
ne thing is certair, es the Ad- 
vieory committee of the ntercollegiate 
Football Asseuciat:on received letters 
from Capt. Brewer, Dr. Brooks, 
and Prof. Ames of Harvard agreeing with the 
committee that a general conference was. ad- 
visable to revise the rules extensively, and in 
case the conference is called Harvard will be 
invited to send representatives without refer- 
ence to any action by the faculty.” 

Capt. Thorne said: ‘I don’t care to criti- 
cize the action of the Harvard faculty, but I 
aim sorry they feel as they do. Harvard’s 
condition will make no difference with our 
playing with other colleges,’ To prove his 
words Capt. Thorne took out his football 
squad this afternoon to train for next year. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 20.—[ Special. ]— 
College football received a terrible blow 
with the action of the Harvard faculty. The 
student body here is almost unanimous in 
the opinion that it means death to fvotball by 
dry rot. If Pennsyivania had a game with 
Princeton or Yale it would beall right, but 
with nothing but a contest with Cornell to 
look forward to there will not be a fraction of 
the incentive tohard work and to energetic 
coaching. Abolishing football at Harvard 
means Virtually the end of the gameas a 
prominent feature of University of Pennsy)- 
vania life.

Albany. N. Y., March 20.—The question of 
horse racing in the State was practically set- 
tled this afternoon, if the judgment of the 
subcommittee of four of the Assembly Codes 
committee is taken, The Jockey club has de- 
cided to-agree on the suggestion that a com: 
mittee of three be appointed bythe Governor tq 
govern racing in the State. The subcommit- 
tee will report the bill to the’ full committee 
in the morning and the full committee, it is 
believed. will report it favorabiy to the 

Honse. The commission will have power to 

license all tracks for running horses, but are 

to have no control over trotting. The clause 
of the bill regarding betting will allow the 
making of private wagers only. 


JOCKEY CLUB AMENDS RACING RULES, 


Action of Saratega Association Last Year 
Causes a Change. 

New York, March 20.—The stewards of the 
Jockey club held a meeting this afternoon, 
those present being August Belmont, Presi- 
dent; Col. Thompson, Dr. G. Lee Knapp, and 
J.O. Donner. The principal business before 
the meeting was the report of Dr. Knapp on 
amendments to the racing rules. His amend; 
ments were acted on in part at the last meet- 
ing and today’s meeting concluded them. The 
report is: 

Rule 38, applying to the registration of foa 
is amended by adding the following clause: “ 
it is proven to the satisfaction of the stewards of 
the Juckey club that failure of registration be un; 
intentional or accidental such registration may 
be permitted by a payment of $10 for each regis; 
tration, provided such application be made be- 
fore Vec. 31.”’ 

Rule 55, applying to partnerships, is amended 
by adding the following'clauses: ** No part owner 
shall assign his share, or any part thereof, for 
saie without the written consent of his partner 
or partoers.”’ oes ; 

Rule 72, in regard to the unpaid forfeit list, is 
amended by adding. the following: “This rule 
shall not apply to the entry in a produce stake 
of mares and stallions which are in the forfeit 
list.”’ 

78 is amended by adding the following 
paragraph: *‘In all races, should there be any 
surplus from entries or subscriptions over the 
advertised value it shall be paid to the winner, 
unless stated by the conditions to go to other 
horses in the race." pe 

Rule 147, which applies to jockeys’ licenses. is 
amended by adding: * The fee for. apprentices 
licenses shall be $10, to be applied on the fee for 
a jockey’s license if it is taken out during the 
year in which the apprentice’s license is taken. 

The amendment to Rule 78 is brought 
about by the action of the Saratoga Racing 
Association last year in withholding from the 
winner of a race the surpius above the adver- 
tised value, suit having been brought to re- 
cover it by the winner. Other matters were 
referred to the committees to report at the 
meeting next week.

Mrs. Moritz 
Was excused after stating that her husband 
left home at 2:30 o’clock Friday morning, 
March 8, Officer Hammer was in Galena 
street on the morning in question, and testi- 
fied that he saw Moritz at 2:30 o'clock turn 
into Sheridan lane, which led into the 
rear of the building which the defendant 
occupied as the residence. Later he saw 
a wagon going west, but could 
not make out whether it was drawn by one or 
two horses, R. 8. Schick, the stenographer 
who took down Loeber’s confession, recog- 
nized the defendant as the man who made the 
statement he had taken. That portion of the 
statement was read relating to the trip into 
the country with Moritz on the date of the 
murder, how Moritz came to Loeber’s house 
and told him that he wanted him to aceom- 
pany him to North Greenfield to skin some 
horses. Then followed Loeber’s story of the 
alleged accidental death. Loever was held 
to hs anet term of the Crimigal Court with- 
out bail. 


NEBRASKA A, 0. U. W. MEN IN TROUBLE. 


Suits Will Be Carried Through the Courts 
to E:tublish Precedent. 

Omaha, Neb., March 20,—[{Special.]— 
Members of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen in Nebraska are agitated over a 
question that threatens to involve the organi- 
zation thrvughout the United States. Stripped 
of all factional differences it is the right of 
subordinate lodges to postpone a regular ses- 
sion of the grand lodge without amending the 
constitution, which requires an annual meet- 
ing. The trouble is the result of 
the. plan adopted last fall by the Ne. 
braska branch to aid the destitute 
members in the western counties. The 304 
subordinate lodges voted on the proposition 
to not hold the session of the grand lodge this 
year, and to devote the expense incident to 
the meeting to the drought sufferers of the 
State. Itccsts about $9.000 to hold this 
meeting. This was devoted to the destitute, 
and outside lodges contributed heavily. A 
dissatisfied element has secured an order 
from the Lancaster District Court requirmg 
the grand lodge to convene as usual. They 
allege some of the grand officers are technical- 
ly guilty of embezzlement. The matter will 
go to the court of last resort to establish a 
precedent. . 

WOMEN FAIL AS BANK MANAGERS. 
Genoa (Neb.) State Bank Closes Its Doors 
After a Brief Strugg'e. 

Genoa, Neb., March 20.—[Special.]—The 
first bank witha woman President ever or- 
ganized in the United States opened here 
March 9. It was the Genoa State Bank. It 
closed its doors this mornimg and is now in 
the hands of the State Banking Board. A no- 
tice posted in the window of the bank signed 
by Ben R. Cowdery, State Bank Examiner, 
says: 

Bank closed and in my bands as temporary re- 
ceiver. 

Two weeks ago the bank was reorganized 
and a new set of officers chosen with Mrs. H. 
E. Robbins President. It was announced at 
the time that the. reorganization made the 
bank one of the strongest financial institu. 
tions of its size in the State. It had a capital 
stock of $20,000. The condition of the bank 
as stated by the receiver is as follows: As- 
sets and liabilities, $66,000; deposits, $28,- 
000. The assets consist largely of notes, 
many of which are hard to realize on. The 
receiver thinks the bank will pay up without 
loss to depositors, but it will require time. 


THEY WILL FORM A WORKHOUSE CLUB. 


Scheme of Cleveland Laborites to Secure 
Emplovment or Food, 

Cleveland, O., March 20.—A handful of 
Socialists and Populists have begun the 
formation of the Workhouse club. The idea 
is to obtain 1,000 members, all of them un- 
employed workmen, and begin operations at 
the opening of out-of-dvor work in the spring. 
They will first march to the City Hall and de- 
mand work of the Director of Public Works. 
If he refuses they will march to the police 
court and request the Judge to send them 
to the workhouse. If the Judge refuses they 
declare they will violate some city ordinance 
in order to be arrested and sent td the work- 
house. 


KILLED IN A REAR-END COLLISION, 


Fireman Ben Williams Loses His Life, 
Engineer Spencer Injured. 

Aurora, Ill, March 20.—A rear-end col- 
lision between a Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern freight ana Chicago and Iowa 
freight train occurred at Hinkley today, a 
station twelve miles west of here. The Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Northern train crashed 
into the Chicago and Iowa train while the lat- 
ter was standing at the station, killing Fire- 
man Ben Williams of Savanna and seriously 
injuring Engineer Spencer of this city, both 
of whém were on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern engine. The Chicago, Burlington 
and Northern train was behind time and was 
running at a high rete of speed.

TORRENS BILL GOES TO THIRD READING, 


Measure Advanced Rapidly in the Senate 


After Amendment. 

Springfiéld, Iil., March 20,—In the debate 
in the Senate today on Senator Humphreys’ 
land title (Torrens) bill Senators Leeper, 
Johnson, Wells, Dunlap, Paisley, and Ford 
took part. Senator Wells denounced the 
measure as a vicious one, revolutionizing the 
common law in regard to land titles. It 
would work great injustice to the small hold- 
ers of acre tracts and emall farms. An 
amendment offered by Senator Leeper was 
adopted, and seemed to do away with most 
of the objections offered to the bill, for the 
measure was advanced to third reading there- 
upon without opposition. 

The amendment is that the provisions of 
the act shail not apply to counties of the first 
and second class until it has been submitted 
to a vote of the people at the general election 
of county officers, after a petition to that ef- 
fect, signed by at least one-fifth of the num- 
ber of voters, 

Senator Walls’ bill fixing the compensation 
of nrembers of the General Assembly was 
amended to change the salary from $1,000 
to $800, as originally contained in the bill, 
and the bill was advanced to third reading.

Amended Ingersoll Bill Recommended for 
Passage by a House Committee. 

Springfield, IllL., March 20.—The House 
Committee on Military Affairs this afternoon 
accepted amendments to Mr. Ingersoll’s bill 
to amend the military code and reported the 
bill favorably. The measure establishes a 
distinct medical department in the National 
Guard and will take away the clash that has 
existed heretofore between the line officere 
and the medical department. The military 
men present elected officers as follows: Pres- 
ident, Col. Nicholas Senn; Vice-President, 
Maj. J. H. Ethridge; Secretary and Treasur- 
er, Maj. Charlies Adams, 

The Republicans at a caucus this afternoon 
agreed to stand by the amendments to the 
emergency military appropriation bill, in 
which the Senate refused to concur, These 
amendmeats struck out of the bill the item 
of $80.000 for uniforms and equipments and 
$30,000 to defray the expenses of the Na- 
tional Guard until July 1, leaving only $256,- 
0OO to reimburse the bankers and others who 
paid the soldiers for their services during the 
strikes of last year. But the caucus decided 
also to make ample provisions for the uni- 
forming of the troops in the regular appro- 
priation bill. 

The special committee of seven appointed 
by Speaker Meyer to investigate the penal 
and reformatory institutions of the State de- 
cided this afternoon tocommence their inves- 
tigation in Chicago next Friday morning at 
10 o'clock at the Palmer House. They hear 
testimony from the labor leaders and the rep- 
resentatives of the labor unions with regard 
to the question of convict iabor and its influ- 
ence upon the free labor of the State. 

Mr. Novak’s bill prohibiting the Board of 
Education in Chicago from employing mar- 
ried women as teachers was ordered recom- 
mended by the Committee on Education fa- 
vorably fort passage. 

The House Committee on Revenue decided 
to accept a compromise for the Burroughs 
bill, to require the Illinois Central railroad 
company to sell its lands at public sale within 
a specified time. John Dunn proposed the 
ecmpromise. A subcommittee, consisting of 
Messrs. Merriam, Stoskopf, and Plotke was 
appointed to draft a bill in accordance with it. 

The House Committee on Appropriations 
ordered to report favorably Mr. Gowers’ Pon- 
tiac emergency bill appropriating $56,000 
for the currant expenses of the Pontiac State 
Reformatory. — 

The threatened strike in the coal fields of 
Southern Illinois has ied to the introduction 
by Senator Littler of a bill which it is expected 
will sustain if not increase the wages of min- 
ers especially in the East St. Louis districts.

$367,000 He Declares to Be False in 
Every Particular=— He Says He Was 
Never in South Dakota, and That No 

' Governor Would Issue or Honot a Keq- 
ulsition for Him<—His Statement. 


D. K. Tenney has returned from Coronado 
Beach, Cal., and is indignant at the Attorney- 
General of South Dakota, who has accused 
him of conspiring to defraud that State out of 
$367.000. The complaint does not charge 
that Mr. Tenney got all this himself, but that 
he was “ in on the whack up ” with C. T. Me- 

‘Coy. John T. McChesney, and Charles H. 
Welis. The much-wanted W. W. Taylor was, 
the complaint hints, encouraged in his defal- 
Cations by the men named, These 
things having been presented to a 
Justice of the Peace at Pierre, S. D., 
the men were bound over and subsequently 
indicted. Since then Mr. Tenney has been 
expressing his opinion of South Dakota ways 
in general and the Attorney-General of that 
State in particular. Mr. Tenney says he 
doesn’t *‘care a rap” for South Dakota, its 
Attorney-General, or its courts. He says he 
never was in South Dakota, never wanted to 
go there, and that, consequently, he has 
neither transgressed the laws of that State 
nor given ite courts any jurigdiction over 
him.

CIROULAR SENT TO LEGISLATORS 
GIVES AN ARRAY OF FIGURES. 


Figures Given to Show the Taxation of 
Such Property in the United States 
Last Year Is 36 Per Cent of the Divi- 
dends=The Average Amount to the 
Mile of Line to Be Paid in Illinois This 
Year Is '$400—Union Pacific Wins in 
Oregon Short Line Case. 


What purports to bea secret circular was 
distributed among the members of the Legie- 
lature recentiy, which declares that the rail- 
roads pay now much more taxes under the 
present Constitution than any other property. 
From statistics published by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission for the year ending 
June 30, 1893, the circular says it appears 
61.24 per cent of all the railroad stocks paid 
no dividends, and the ownérs of $492,276,- 
999 of railroad bonds received no interest in 
that year. The dividends paid during that 
year to shareholders of all the railroads in the 
United States was $100,000,000, and the 
taxes paid by the railroads for the year was 
$36,514,698, being a little more than 36 per 
cent of all the dividends paid to stock and 
share holders. 

As regards the amount of taxes the railroads 
pay in Illinois the circular says the taxes col- 
lected in 1894 from railroads is over $4,000,- 
000, not including special assessments. This 
is an increase of taxes over taxes coliected in 
1893 of nearly $300,000 in one year. The 
Chicago and Alton, it is claimed, paid over 
$700 taxes a day in this State forevery work- 
ing day in the year. 

The Burlington paid over $1,200 taxes in 
this State for every working day in the year. 
The Wabash paid over $600 taxes a day, and 
the other roads in proportion. During these 
hard times taxes on railroads in this State 
had been constantly increasing and the re- 
ceiptea of the roads had been diminishing. 
The taxes of the Alton were over $15,000 
higher than the year before, with uo exten- 
sion of track. ‘The circular then states: 

With this kind of showing (which is éorrect 
and taken from the records) would it be to the 
interest of the people of the State to impose ad- 
ditional burdens on the railroads by way of taxa- 
tion? 

The trouble with our country today is the hard 
times and unfriendly legislation, which bave 
compelled managers to reduce the wages of their 
employés so that they might keep out of the 
hands of a receiver, and many of them had to 
succumb to the inevitabie. This imposing of 
burdens onthe railroads so that they cannot 
pay living wages to their employés bas been the 
cause of so many strikes, the result of which has 
— disaster tothe employer and the employé 
alike. 

With regard to all other corporations it is 
found they pay taxesinthe State amounting to 
$1.000,000. This added tothe $4,000,000 the 
railroads pay makes $5,000,000 annually. It 
may be that some of these corporations could pay 
more, but if they should it is very eagy to make 
them do so. 

With addition of the 2 per cent income tax and 
fre ma of trade dividend-paying railroads 
will pay at least this year 50 per cent of their net 
income for State and national taxes, Under such 
circumstances there should be some better rea- 
son than extending the taxing power against 
corporations for the State toexpend $500,000 
for a Constitution when we have one that in near- 
ly every respect cannot be well improved upon. 
lf there is any immediate necessity for sone 
amendment let it be amended, which can be done 
without much cost to the State. 

At the close of the year 1893 there were in the 
United States 177,753 milesof railroad. The 
white ne taxes paid: were $200-per mile. This in- 
cluded all the States. Lllinois has 9,569, not in- 
cluding the Illinois Central, that pays $350 a 
mile. Including the Illinois Central the average 
a mile for 1894 will be $400 a mile, This is just 
double the average of ali the States in the Union. 


VICTORY FOR UNION PACIFIC, 


Jadge Gilbert Sustains Demurrer in Oregon 
Short Line Case. 


A dispatch from Portland, Ore., says United 
States Circuit Judge Gilbert yesterday ren- 
dered a decision in the Oregon Short Line 
and Utah Northern separate receivership case. 
He sustained the demurrer and decided that 
proceedings should be brought in the District 
Court of Wyoming. This is a victory for the 
Union Pacific not generully looked for. The 
Union Pacific people themselves felt cor fi- 
dent Judge Gilbert would assume jurisdic- 
tion and grant the application of the Ameri- 
can Loan and Trust company for a separate 
receiver, 

Owing to such apprehension ail the locomo- 
tives belonging to the Oregon Short Line and 
Utah Northern have been removed from the 
Nebraska division of the Union Pacific to the 
Short Line division in conformity with im- 
perative orders of the superintendent of mo- 
tive power and machinery of tne Union Pacific. 
When the American Loan and Trust com- 
pany began its suit for a sepurate receiver for 
the Oregon Short Line orders were given to 
use the Short Line cars and locomotives as 


wander all over the country. "When a date 
was set for a hearing imperative orders were 
given tosend carsas rapidly as possible to 
the Short Line, and division superintendents 
have since been on the jump to avoid using 
the cars of the Short Line and the Utah 
Northern. | 

Whije the bondholders of the Short Line 
and Northern will no doubt take the 
ease now to the District Court of Wyoming 
and there continue the efforts to have the 
Short Line and Utah Northern separated 
from the Union Pacific system, yet, even if 
they should finally succeed, the road will re- 
main under the control of the Union Pacific 
for some time to come. 


SHOWS A SLIGHT GAIN IN EARNINGS, 


Baltimore and Ohie Road Statement for 
February Is Submitted. 

Baltimore, Md., March 20.—The regular 
monthly meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad company 
took place today at their office at 11 a. m., 
President Mayer presiding.
